BIG SURPRISE IN FAIR WILL CASE. 


Pencil Document Is Withdrawn and the 
* ‘Trust Paper Is Substituted—Mrs. 
Craven Accused of Forgery. 


- San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 16. Specia) 

At the last moment the nin Farm 
in the Htigation over the millions of the late 
James G. Fair has been withdrawn. 

The hearing of the contest of the document, 


precipitated by Mrs. Herman Oelrichs, Miss 
'Virginia Fair, and Charies L. Fair on the 
grounds of forgery, was set for this morning. 


Scarcely had the case been called in court 
when attorneys for Dr. Marc Levingston, 
who is one of the executors under this will, 
caused somewhat of a sensation in asking 
leave to withdraw it. 

The petition was granted readily by the 
court. Immediately afterwards what is 
known as the trust will, under which Fair 
bequeathed but the income of his millions to 
his three children for l#fe, and giving the 
active management of the vast property into 
the hands of two of his former clerks— 
Thomas R. Crothers and James 8. Angus— 
and his attorney, W. 8. Goodfellow, was ad- 
mitted to probate. 

The withdrawal of the pencil will is ac- 
counted for on various grounds, When it 
was first introduced into the case the Fair 
children grasped it eagerly, as it was of 
later date than the trust will, and be- 
queathed the property outright to Mrs. Oe)- 
richs, Miss Fair, and their brother. It found 
its way into the courts from the hands of 
Mrs. Nettie R. Craven, principal of the 
Mission Grammar School. 

According to Mrs. Craven Fair made it at 
her house in the presence of herself and an 
old lady named Mrs. Haskins. The three 
Fair children accepted it as genuine and 
promptly asked the courts to probate it. 
This was followed by some peculiar moves 
on the part of Mrs. Craven. She intimated 
that her relations with the dead millionaire 
had been friendly—so intimate that he had 
made her a present of some of his property. 
Somewhat later it was hinted that she 
claimed to be the wife of the dead man. 

There was a sensation some weeks later, 
about August, 1895, when Charles L. Fair 
withdrew his support of the pencil will and 
boldly declared it a forgery. The next de- 
velopment was for Mrs. Craven to place on 


valued at $1,500,000. 

To establish her claims Mrs. Craven at 
once forced matters by seeking to eject the 
Fair children from these properties. Young 
Fair boldly announced that the deeds as well 
as the will were a forgery, and the whole a 
conspiracy to loot the estate of his father. 
Mrs. Craven’s answer was to produce a con- 
tract of marriage to thedead millionaire. It 
bore date May 23, 1892. 

The services of three private detective 
agencies were engaged, and later the city 
police were asked to investigate the charges 
of forgery. The detectives claimed to have 
found positive proof that James G. Fair was 
not in the city at the time of the date of 
the pencil will. This was the condition of 
affairs until Dr. Levingston withdrew the 
instrument. This move now opens the way 
for a direct attack on the deeds Mrs. 
Craven has. Experts in handwriting from 
New York and this city unhesitatingly de- 
clare these documents forgeries. 


STENOGRAPHER CONFESSES FORGERY. 


Mrs. Addie L. Davis Admits She Signed 
Congressman White’s Name to a $300 
Check—TI'wo Men Arrested Also. 


Mrs. Addie L. Davis, a stenographer, for- 
merly employed by Congressman George E. 
White, was arrested in the office of the Met- 
ropolitan Accident Assocation, No. 175 Fifth 
avenue, yesterday by Detectives Loftus and 
McCarthy and locked up at police headquar- 
ters in the City Hall, charged with forgery. 
She admitted her guilt. Edward Flynn, 
with whom the woman has been keeping 
company, was arrested also along with Har- 
old J. Larsen, a friend of Miss Davis. 

The three persons are all implicated in 


securing $300 from the lumber firm of George > 


E. White & Co., No. 406 West Lake street, 
of which concern the Congressman is a part- 
ner. 

Mrs. Davis, who is a handsome young 
widow, has been living with her mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Harris, No. 2122 State street, since 
arriving in Chicago, three years ago, until 
recently, when, it is said, she and Flynn 
took rooms at No. 380 West Washington 
street. 

During a dull period previous to the recent 
industrial campaign Mrs. Davis went to 
work for George E. White writing letters to 
the latter’s constituents. While at this work 
the woman secured a blank check from Mr. 
White’s book. The check was filled in for 
$300 and Mr. White says his name was forged 
to it. The check was made payable to the 
“bearer.” According to. her confession to 
Inspector Fitzpatrick Mrs. Davis says she 
filled out the check and gave it to Harold J. 
Larsen, who passed it on the faarden City 
Bank. The cashier paid it without hesita- 
tion, and Mrs. Davis gave Larsen $10 for his 
trouble. 

The three arrested persons will be given 
a hearing in the Armory Police Court this 
morning. 

Mrs. Davis, her mother, and Flynn, pre- 
vious to their arrival in Chicago, resided 
in Decatur, where Mrs. Davis supported 
herself and mother as a stenographer with 
the Illinois Central railroad. She rose toa 
high position in the railroad office, having 
under her @ score of employés. One of her 
assistants was Edward Flynn. During the 
railroad strike of 1892 Mrs. Davis and Flynn 
lost their positions,

Clash with Church Hour. 

Eleven o’clock a. m. is the hour set in 
Evanston for Northwestern’s game with 
the Madison eleven. Some one discovered 
yesterday afternoon that this was the iden- 
tical hour chosen for the annual Thanks- 
giving sermon before the united congrega- 
tions of Evanston’s principal churches. And 
in Evanston, when it comes to a brush be- 
tween a sermon and a football game, the 
sentiment of the city'is usually depended on 
to favor the sermon, Manager Haller has 
this good reason to think that the Thanks- 
giving game may yet'be his undoing. 

Tht manager, too, had no-end of trouble 
in arranging for it, It was late In the season 
before he could get any assurance of a game 
at all. Wisconsin!'demanded a guarantee of 
$750 before seriously considering the con- 
tract, and after Haller had secured tHis 
amount and deposited it in the State Bank 
at Evanston Wisconsin falled for weeks to 
return the cempliment. This kept the 
Evanston manager in hot water for a time. 

Then, in the enthusiasm of the victories 
which were coming to his team, Haller con- 
cocted the scheme of filling a depleted treas- 
ury by charging ja dollar admission to the 
Thanksgiving game. His idea, said his crit- 
ics, was to cater strictly to the pampered 
taste of wealthy Evanstonians in the matter 
of box seats and cdrriage stands and to let 
the hard-up students stay at home. 

But a storm of reproach fell upon the man- 
ager’s head, for the students declared the 
game to be a college affair and a general ad- 
mission of more than 50 cents outrageous. 
Now comes the protest from various quar- 
ters against the time of the game. 

Dinners Also a Feature. 
‘ But if the game is held in the afternoon it 
will have to compete not only with the big 
college game in Chicago, but also with num- 
berless thanksgiving dinners in Evanston. 
The members of both the Northwestern and 
Madison teams had arranged to attend the 
Michigan-Chicago garhe, reserved seats hav- 
ing been engaged already. What will be 
gone by Manager Haller is yet to be seen. 

President Rogers said last night he was 
sure the conflict with the hour of church 
service was not irtentional on the part of 
the football management. The time of the 
game, he said, wopld no doubt be changed 
because of the intense criticism. 

Capt. Van Doozer acknowledged last night 
the unfortunate sifuation, but thought the 
matter might be adjusted with the Evanston 
clergymen, the! church services being held 
a half hour sooner and the game a little later. 
In any event the arrangements for the game, 
already the source of much trouble, must be 
doctored once more. 

Ministers Denounce It. 

Even before the Evanston stir began the 
Methodist ministers of Chicago had put 
down their collective foot on the Thanks- 
giving sport. The thing was done by reso- 
lution at the regular meeting of the divines 
in the First Methodist Church. The ques- 
tion occupied a greater part of the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order at the 
usual morning hour. The football question 
was introduced in the following resolutions: 

“ Resolved, That we, the Methodist preach- 
ers of Chicago and vicinity, deprecate the 
custom of playing match games of football 
on Thanksgiving day, and 

* Resolved, That we request those with 
authority to fix such hours for the games on 
the coming Thanksgiving day, if they must 
be played, as shall not conflict with the 
hours of divine services in the churches.” 

The resolution was adopted with little dis- 
cussion. f 

The Chicago-Michigan game is scheduled 
for 1:30 p. m. in the Coliseum, and thus 
avoids conflict with the church services of 
Chicago. In contrast, however, is the Ath- 
letic club’s game, which is set for 11 a. m.

Sterling fol- 
lowed him into the stalls, and although he 
was almost blinded by the smoke he rushed 
in and cut the halters of the trightened ani- 
mals. Several of the horses ran from the 
building, but others would not budge from 
their stalis in spite of the efforts of.the two 
men who were working to save them. 

Twelve of the seventy-four horses which 
were confined in the building were rescued 
and the others -were burned to death. 
Several of the horses whiah had 
been driven from their stalls ran into the 
street only to return and perish in the burn- 
ing building. 

Robertson, wno conducted the work of res- 
cue, worked bravely with the horses until 
he was overcome with smoke and fell to the 
floor. He was dragged from the building 
by firemen and later taken to the County 
Hospital in the Maxwell street ambulance. 

Packey Donahue, who had been running 
through the building in search of Robertf- 
son, fell through a weak place in the second 
floor and broke his left leg. , A fireman who 
saw him fall ran in and rescued him, carry- 
ing him to his home near by. 

Sterling, the other employé of the company, 
succeeded in escaping without injury. 

The estimated loss to the building is $2,000, 
and the loss on the contents probably will 
reach $7,000. Besides the horses, thirty-five 
wagons belonging to the transfer company 
were burned. 


LOUISBURG CROSS IN A LODGE ROOM. 


Famous Relic Which Disappeared 
from Harvard Library Said to Have 
Been Stolen by Students. 


Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 16.—[{Special.]—It 
has been discovered that the celebrated 
Louisburg cross which adorned the college 
library building until its mysterious disap- 
pearance a year ago is in the hands of a 
certain secret society and that it now adorns 
the walls of the meeting room. It is said 
that the cross was in a college building and 
was unearthed by accident during the pro- 
cess of repairing the plumbing. When it was 
discovered a student came around and 
claimed it as his own, wrapped it up in-a 
heavy cloth, and carried it away to its pres- 
ent resting-place. 

The faculty are unable to tell in what so- 
ciety room it is concealed and are greatly 
disturbed. They suspect that it was taken 
by a neophyte for some society whcse very 
existence they are not aware of. The name 
of one of these mysterious societies is the 
“ White Wings.”’ No one knows just where 
{ts rooms are, but it is said that the room in 
which final instructions are held is decorated 
in a manner calculated to make Nero pale 
green with envy. To gain admission the 
candidate must do some deed which would 
cause his dismissal from college if detected, 
such as the stealing of the Louisburg cross, 
the painting of the shield on Gray’s Hall, 
and the painting on the Fogg Museum. | 

It is almost certain that the cross will not 
be found, as extraordinary precautions are 
taken to guard it. 

The Louisburg cross is really of great his- 
toric value. Originally it adorned the old 
Roman Catholic Cathedral at Louisburg. 
In 1745 the English under Shirley brought it 
down to Boston, where it remained almost 
forgotten until some years ago, when it was 
resurrected and placed over the entrance to 
the Harvard Library, where it remained 
until a year ago, when it suddenly was 
spirited away.

The accident occurred on the main tracks 
of the Western Indiana road at a point which 
is crossed by the tracks from the freight 
yards of the Wabash, Western Indiana, Chi- 
cago and Erie, Chicago and Pastern Illinois, 
and Fort Wayne roads. Fifty-first street is 
narrow here and over it are seores of tracks, 
making it one of the most dangerous points 
in the city. It is ighted at Wallace street 
on the west end and at Stewart avenue on 
the east end, 400 feet away, but between the 
two lights is a space over which darkness is 
deep, and the roadbed is a veritable quag- 
mire. 

Between the freight yard tracks on the 
west, operated by the Western Indiana com- 
pany, and on the east operated hy the Fort 
Wayne company, are two tracks controlled 
by the Eastern Illinois company and used 
for passenger service. They are in a meas-” 
ure isolated from the mass of other tracks. 
On the southeast side of the two tracks in 
question is the fagman’s shanty. Thereare 
no gates and no lights. 

Take the Fatal Drive. — 

Martin and Agnes Burch, driving there last 
night, encountered the tracks first at the 
west side of Wallacestreet. Martin avoided 
accidents, and soon reached the quagmire 
that marked the end of the freight yards of 
the Western Indiana company. From that 
point to the main passenger tracks there 
was nothing troublesome but the bad road. 

But as the pair approached the crossing of 
the main tracks George Smith, an Eastern 
Illinois engineer, was sitting in the cab of 
his engine a short distance south, approach- 
ing the crossing. He was bound for the 
round-house at Thirty-third street and was 
running light. Martin and his companion 
in the buggy did not notice the engine. 

Just as the horse reached the crossing 
Martin reached forward to urge the animal 
and as he did so he caught a gleam of the 
headlight now but a few feet away. Quick 
as a flash he struck his horse and the animal 
bounded forward. .As he did so there 
was a crash and the engine struck 
the rear wheels of the carriage 
tossing it fully seventy-five feet away, tear- 
ing off the top and carrying the woman with 
it into the ditch at the side of the tracks. 
Martin’s move to whip his horse saved him 
from the fate of the woman: He was thrown 
forward, and with the horse rolled in the 
ditch at the side of the road. 

Find the Woman Dead. 

The accident was seen by two men, whoat 
once rushed to where the woman lay. She 
was found buried beneath the débris, and 
when taken out was dead. Martin was 
found unconscious and bleeding. He was 
earried from the ditch to the street, where 
the police found him and removed him to the 
hospital. 

In the meantime Engineer Smith had been 
arrested and taken to the Stock-Yards Po- 
lice Station. He said his engine was not 
running fast at the time of the collision. 

Flagman Timothy O’Donnell, in speaking 
of the accident, said: “I saw the buggy 
coming and called to the driver to keep 
back. He paid no attention to me, but kept 
driving on. Just as he reached the crossing 
he leaned out to whip up the horse, and then 
he saw the engine, but it was too late for 
him to escape,”’ 

Capt. O’Neil of the Stock-Yards Police Sta- 
tion visited the scene after the accident, and 
said: “ The engine must have been running 
at a high rate of speed to throw the woman 
and top of the buggy seventy-five feet.”’

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 16. ishop Ire- 
land has heretofore adhered firmly to his 
first decision not to speak of the : 
rumors, purporting to come from Rome, stat- 
ing in one way or another that he was to be 
called to account for some of his views or 
actions. An Associated Press representa- 
tive, however, succeeded today in getting 
from him the following statement: 

“In all the reports recently publisiied as 
to my relations with the Vatican there is 
not one syllable of truth. Not one word has 
come to me from Rome indicating the small- 
est change in the kind feelings whith the 
Sovereign Pontiff and his immediate advis- 
ers have been pleased to entertain towards 
me. It is false to say that I have been sum- 
moned to Rome. I have not been asked to 
give an explanation of any act or any writ- 
ing of mine. And, certainly, if the Sovereign 
Pontiff had desired to approve or to blame 
-me he would have communicated his will to 
myself, instead of making it known to me 
through the gossip of newspaper reporters 
of Europe or of America. What may be the. 
sources of the reports or the motives of the 
men who put those reports into circulation 
—Wwhether the enemies be political or ecclesi- 
astical—I do not know nor d6 I care to in- 
quire. 

“The Roman paper quoted in this.morn- 
ing’s dispatches is a bitter and malicious 
adversary of the Vatican and surely cannot. 
be quoted as representing the views of the 
Pope. Whether the report published tn this 
Roman paper originated in Rome or in Amer- 
ica is a matter that need not be discussed 
at present. The absurdity of all those re- 
ports reached the climax when even Cardinal 
Gibbons was reported as likely to be dis- 
eiplined by Rome.”

PROBABLY FATALLY SHOT OVER DRINKS 


Fred Anderson Sends Two Bullets Into 
James Nash’s Body in a Sa- 
leon Row. 


Janies. Nash, a laborer, 30 years old, No. 
8041 South Forty-third avenue, was shot 
twice and probably fatally wounded yester- 
day afternoon by Fred Anderson during a 
quarrel in: George Jacobs’ saloon, No. 2160 
West Twenty-sixth street. 

Anderson was arrested and locked up at 
the Lawndale Avenue Police Station, where 
he will be held to await the outcome of 
Nash's injuries. The wounded man is at the 
County Hospital, where the physicians say 
he may not survive his wounds. 

The shooting was the result of a quarrel 
over drinks. Both men are employed as 
laborers on the new sewer in South Forty- 
fifth avenue. Anderson fired two _ shots. 
Both bullets took effect. One entered Nash's 
right cheek, while the other lodged in his 
right breast, penetrating the lung. The 
wounded man fell to the floor and soon lost 
consciousness. 

Anderson made no effort to escape. A 
dozen men who were in the saloon witnessed 
the shooting, and he was surrounded and 
disarmed. 

Policeman James Mulcahy arrested An- 
derson and took him to the police station. 
At the hospital Nash, when-he revived suffi- 
ciently te talk, said that Anderson had 
threatened him before. He declared Ander- 
son commenced the fight in the saloon and 
then commenced firing. 

‘**T had to use my gun in order to save my- 
self,””’ said Anderson, when seen in his cell. 
‘Nash is a strong man and was getting the 
best of me, so I had to draw the reyolyer to 
save myself.” 


OBERG INSISTS PAUL THREW HIM OUT. 


Inspector Schaack Ordered to Investi- 
gate the Injured Man’s Charges 
Against the Policeman. 


Police Inspector Schaack was ordered yes- 
terday by Chief Badenoch to make a thor- 
ough investigation of and report on the 
charge that Policeman Paul of the East Chi- 
cago Avenue Station threw Olaf P. Oberg 
out of Phoenix Hall on Saturday night, 
breaking Oberg’s leg.

TEST OF DISAPPEARING GUNS AT 
FORT WADSWORTH. | 


It Is Demonstrated That No Hostile War 


Vessel Could Reach the Narrows— 
Guns Weigh 32,180 Pounds and 
Throw a 300-Pound Projectile Three 
and One-Half Miles with Effective 
Aim and Penetrate Nine Inches— 
Marksmanship Preves Good. | 


New York, Nov. 16.—[Special.jJ—A test to- 
day of four of the five eight-inch disappear- 
ing guns at Fort Wadsworth, made it clear 
that if a fleet of Spanish warships intent 
on wiping New York off the map should get 
past Sandy Hook they would be full of holes 
before they reached the Narrows. 

In testing the guns everything was done 
as in war except the target was a Sheet of 
canvas. The guns are up-to-date weapons. 
Each weighs 32,180 pounds and is 23.20 feet 
long. : 

At the effective target distance of three 
and a half miles their shells would penefrate 
hine inches. The projectiles weigh 300 
pounds and the charge is 105 pounds of 
powder. | 

The marksmanship was effective and the 
disappearing carriages thrown back by the 
recoil worked.almost perfectly.

Elevator Falls Twelve Stories with 
Eleven People. 

New York, Nov. 16.—[Special.]—One of the 
elevators in the American Tract Society's 
Building at the corner of Spruce and Nassau 
streets fell twelve stories to the cellar, a 
distance of 140 feet, this afternoon. There 
were eleven persons in the car at the time 
including the attendant, and those who es- 
caped injury were badly shaken up.

FOR SENATOR FROM GEORGIA. 


Ballot Amid Great Excitement — 
Pettus Secures the Plum in Alabama 
on the First Ballot After the With- 
drawal of Opponents—Senator Voor- 
hees Is Reported Not Dangerously 
Ill and Will Soon Go to Washington. 


Atlanta, Ga., Nov, 16—Alexander Stevens 
Clay of Cobb County, Ghaizmen of the Dem~ 
ocratic State Executive committee and ex- 


ed for United States Senator to succeed Johh 
B, Gordon by the Vemdocratic Legislature 
caucus this afternoon. . . 

The nomination was made on the thirty- 
first ballot. The vote was: Clay, 90; Howell, 
40: Lewis, 18; Norwood, 5; Walsh, 3; 
Girard, 2. 7 te! 

As soon as the vote was announced pan- 
demonfum reigned. Mr. Clay was waiting in 
the Senate Chamber and the cheering 
reached his ears He knew he was elected. 
His friends immediately ran over to where 
he was and escorted him to the house, where 
his presence created a scene of wild enthu- 
siasm. 

The friends of the successful candidate im- 
mediately began preparations for escorting 
him fo his home in Marietta, twenty miles 
from Atlanta, for which point he left at 
5:30 o'clock. 

The result is what nas been expected since 
the race narrowed down to Clay and Howell. 

Mr. Clay received the active support of 
ex-Secreitary Hoke Smith, F. G. Dubignon, 
and Congressmen Maddox and Tate. 

“Steve” Clay, as the new Senator-to-be 
is known throughout’ Georgia, as a boy 
worked on a farm and secured an education 
by his own efforts. He studied law, was ad- 
mitted to the bar, and made his appearance 
in politics in the later “70s, when he was re- 
turned from Cobb County as a member of 
the Legislature. He served some years, and 
the third term, in 1889, was eleeted Speaker 


ef the House, at the same time when F. G. 


Dubignon was President of the Benate. 

He presided over the House with dignity, 
and was very popular among the members. 
At the next session of the General Assembly 
he was elected a Senator from the Thirty- 
fifth District, and was elected President of 
the Senate without opposition. He was a 
factor in much important legislation, and 
often took the floor to favor measures of 
merit. . 

In the convention which nominated Gov. 
Northen in 1890 there was @ contest for the 

sition of Attorney-General between the 
ate George N. Lester, a one-armed ex-Con- 
federate soldier, and Col. Ciffford Anderson, 
the profound and byilliant Attorney-General 
of preceding administrations. Perhaps the 
most thrilling speech ever made in the Geor- 
gia capitol in nominating a candidate for 
office was made by Mr. Clay in nominating 
Lester. It carried the members off their 
feet, and Lester swept the convention. 

When Gov. Atkinson became the Demo- 
cratic nominee in 1894 he was succeeded as 
Chairmarn of the State Executive committee 
by Mr. Clay. In the campaign recently 
closed he held the same sition. He igs 
young, active, vigorous, and of commanding 
physique.

Is NAMED IN ALABAMA, 


Caucus Senatorial Nomination Goes to 
an Aged but Ardent Silverite. 

Montgomery, Ala., Nov. 16.—The Demo- 
cratic legislative caucus tonight on the first 
ballot nominated Gen. R. W. Pettus for 
United States Senator, to succeed Senator 
Pugh. The vote stood: Pettus, 67; Oates, 26. 

Gen. Pettus, the nominee, was born in Lit- 
tle Stone County, Ala., in 1822: therefore he 
is now 74 years of age, but is still vigorous 
mentally and physically. He graduated 
from a Virginia college, and practiced law 
in Tuscumbia, Carrollton, and Cahaba. He 
was elected to a Circuit Judgeship, and 
when the war broke out enlisted at once, 
serving gallantly throughout the entire 
struggle, and with especial distinction at the 
siege of Vicksburg, coming out of the war a 
Brigadier-General. 

When the, Demoerats ousted the Repub- 
licans in. 1874 and had control of the House 
of Representatives and Senate, Gen. Pettus 
was offered the United States Senatorship. 
but ferring to fight the battles of his 
people, against the black hosts, he declined. 
He practiced law in Selma and was at one 
time a partner of Senator Morgan and built 
up a very large and remunerative practice. 
He has steadfastly refused all offices of 
every nature. He has been Chairman of 
the Committee on Resolutions at every State 
convention and has written every Demo- 
cratic platform since the war. He is an 
ardent free silver man and an old line Jack- 
sonian Democrat. 


SENATOR VOORHEDS IN NO DANGER, 


His Health Is Such He Expects Soon to 
Go to Washington, 

Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 16.—[Special.]— 
Dr. Jenkins, Senator Voorhees’ physician, 
says there is no truth in the report from In- 
dianapolis that the Senator is a victim of 
paresis. There is no symptom of the mial- 
ady. As a matter of fact, the Senator's 
health has been improving steadily, until 
today he was cheerfully talking of the trip 
to Washington the first of next month that 
he might be present at the opening of Con- 
gress.

BRYAN SATISFIED WITH HIMSELF. 


Says the Democratic Party Is Now a 
Silver Party. 

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 16.—William J. 
Bryan passed through Kansas City this 
forenoon en route from his Nebraska home 
to St. Louis. From 8t. Louis he starts out 
on a hunting trip through Southern Missouri 
and will be accompanied by a number of 
State officials, including Gov. Stone. Mr. 
Bryan spent the little time he had between 
trains in walking about the streets and was 
an object of interest to every one whom he 
passed. 

Mr. Bryan refused to discuss the possible 
favorable acts toward silver of President- 
elect McKinley. He talked freely, however, 
and in reply to numerous inquiries put to him 
by reporters said, among other things: ‘“‘ The 
administration’s idea of civil service is a 
fuN permission for all officials to do what- 
ever the administration wants them to do. 

‘*The Democrats who worked with and 
supported the Republican party in the late 
campaign will be gladly welcomed again 
into the ranks of the Democratic party, but 
only as silver Democrats. The Democratic 
party is now a silver party. There cannot 
be two Republican parties. 

‘The charge that grieved me most and 
was unjust was that I had deserted the 
Democratic party in 1892 and voted for Gen. 
Weaver. Those who made the charge knew 
we had fusion in Nebraska and that I acted 
upon the recommendation of the Chairman 
of the National Democratic committee. 
These men will find it very hard now to ac- 
cuse me of not being a Democrat. 

‘*T am not ready to make my future plans 
public.

Besides, in speeches, you admit you 
have radically changed your views on the 
all-important and vital financial question, 
and you had published an article saying you 
would vote for free coinage until March 4 
next, but after that would be a sound money 
man. 

“Thus it seems clear you have decided to 
desert the people in their great struggle 
against the money power., There is no 
longer any half-wey or straddling ground in 
this contest. If this is your position no man 
not a goldbug can vote to return you to the 
Senate. You certainly cannot expect the 
vote of any Populist or silver Republican. 
You would not répr t the sentiments and 
interest of North Carolinans any more than 
Senator Ransom did. It is necessary for 
North Carolina to send a free coinage and. 
anti-monopoly man to the Senate."

One of his exceptional powers is the ability 
to read books with a lightning rapidity, ard 
his voluminous reading appears to shape 
itself instinctively toward these practical 
ends.

SPANISH MINISTER FEARS THE IN- 
COMING ADMINISTRATION. 


Leeks for More Open Sympathy with 
the Cubans, Which Spain Will Not 
Stand—All Depends on Weyler—If 
He Does Not Gain a Decisive Victory 
There Is Trouble Ahead—President 
Is Holding His Message Pending the 
Pinar del Rio Campaign. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—({Special.}— 
Sefior Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish Minister, 
was asked today by a friend the direct ques- 
tion: ’ 3 

* Do you belidve these is any danger of a 
war between the United States and Spain?” 
: “It is possible,” the Minister answered. 
“It would be a terrible one. One can fore- 
see its beginning, but not its end.” 

This remark of the Spanish Minister, made 
in all seriousness by a diplomat of his stand- 
ing, is remarkable. It admits the tension in 
the relations of the two countries, and shows 
the spirit of desperate bravado that would 
push Spain to war with the United States 
is not confined to the Spanish common peo- 
ple, but even affects those high in author- 
ity, who are better acquainted with this 
country’s resources and power. 

Sefior De Mome is far more inclined to be- 
lieve war possible than is generally supposed 
in diplomatic circles. With Mr. Cleveland 
and Mr. Olney directing affairs Spain had 
the comforting assurance that no matter 
how much Congress might favor interven- 
tion in Cuba, or how loudly the people might

Dr. Ennecierus, National Liberal, observed 
that Germany’s right to conclude a special 
agreement with Russia was indubitable, and 
its allies, he added, knew that Germany's 
relations with them were not solely based 
upon formal treaties. 


Richter Attacks Bismarck. 


Herr Richter, the Radical leader, urged 
that the agreement ought at least to have 
been communicated to the dreibund powers. 
Continuing, he said that the relations be- 
tween Germany and Russia had constantly 
improved since 1890. Therefore, whence did 
Prince Bismarck derive his information that 
British influences had been at work. He 
also said that he hoped Count Herbert Bis- 
marck would defend his father against the 
assumption that he, on bare conjecture, had 
represented the German crown as a marion- 
ette, pulled directly by British influences, 
[Leftist cheers and uproar on the Right.] 

‘‘In any case,’’ continued Herr Richter, 
“the revelations were a gross breach of 
trust.’’ 

Count von Mirbach, the agrarian leader, 
expressed great satisfaction at the fact that 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs, Baron 
Marschall von Bieberstein, had acknowl- 
edged Prince Bismarck’s services, and the 
Count agreed with the Minister mentioned 
except in the latter’s opinion of the value of 
reinsurances. He would rejoice to see the 
government return to such agreements, and, 
he added, Prince Bismarck by the revela- 
tions had done the German people a great 
service. The suggestion that they were di- 
rected against the crown, added the agrarian 
leader, were “the height of insolence and 
baseness.’”’ r 


7 Liebknecht Scores Bismarck. 


Herr Liebknecht, the Socialist leader, re- 

| sponded to Count von Mirbach’s remarks by 
opening an attack upon Prince Bismarck 
saying that as little was known of the 
object of Bismarck’s revelations as those 
underlying the practice of a confirmed crim- 
inal. He concluded by saying: 
: “We must abolish the old diplomacy 
which was so powerful a factor in shaping 
events when Bismarck was an active part 
in politics.” 

Count von Kardorff declared his confi- 
dence in Prince Bismarck, from whom he 
said the people were accustomed to expect 
startling words and startling deeds, The 
Liberal-Conservatives were convinced that 
Bismarck only had in view the weal or woe 
of the Fatherland. [Leftist cries of ‘‘Woe.’’] 
. Count von Kardorff continued that Prince 
Bismarck doubtless recognized the neces- 
sity of the revelations. His enemies might 
not be able to perceive this, but his followers 
were still counted by the millions. | 

Herr Paasche (National Liberal) said the 
imputation that Bismarck was actuated by 
personal motives wouldirevert upon ifs origi- 
nators.' His revelations had been so much 
cold water upon French enthusiasm. 

Herr Richter (Liberal) expressed the satis- 
faction of his party with the explanations 
offered by the government. 

At the close of the debate Count Herbert 
von Bismarck, replying to personal re 
marks, said that after Prince von Hohen- 
lohe’s statement discussion became purely 
objective, and his sense of propriety forbade 
him to say anything. 

The Reichstag then adjourned without any 
vote being taken on the question.

Weyler’s Failure Might Mean Trouble. 


If, on the other hand, Weyler is defeated 
or fails to make any impression on the in- 
surgent forces, he will surely be recalled, 
and then it is expected Spanish resentment 
against the United States, which has been 
held in check hitherto, will break loose in 
such a way that President Cleveland’s pa- 
tience will give way.

Message Awaits Cuban Developments. 


The situation in Cuba is such that the 
paragraph devoted to affairs there will not 
even be outlined until a few days before the 
meeting of Congress. The President is put 
in a peculiar position owing to the fact that 
he is obliged to justify his policy of non- 
interference. The reselution passed by Con- 
gress in April consists cf two separate sec- 
tions, The first contains an official declara- 


tion of public war exists in Cuba, and the 
United States should maintain a strict neu- 
trality between the contending powers, ac- 
cording to each all the rights of belligerents 
in the ports and territory of the United 
States. The second paragraph of the reso- 
lution expresses the opinion of Congress 
that the friendly offices of the United Statcs 
should be offered by the President to the 
Spanish Government for the recognition of 
the independence of Cuba. 

President Cleveland is therefore put in a 
position where in his message he must justi- 
fy himself for not having accorded hellig- 
erent rights to the rebels. He must be able 
to show that Congress was mistaken when 
it expressed the opinion that a condition of 
public war existed in Cuba sufficient to 
justify a recognition of belligerency. 

President’s Awkward Position. 


« It wSuld be a very awkward thing if the 
President should base his message on the 
fact that the insurgents had never as yet 
fought a pitched battle, and then after the 
paragraph was written they should over- 
whe'm Weyler and demonstrate by force 
of arms the fact that they had military con- 
trol of the island, and that the Spaniards 
were in effect besieged in the cities and 
along the line of the military trocha. 

The resolution passed by Congress was 
of the kind known as con@urrent, and hence 
was not presented officially to the President 
for his signature or disapproval, but it is 
‘printed officially in the session laws issued 
‘by the State Department, and the President 
cannot ignore it very well when he comes 
to present his message to Congress, which 
it is presumed is a report of the condition of 
the United States and of its interests at 
home and abroad. So much depends on the 
issue of Weyler’s present campaign that it 
can hardly be said the administration has 
at present any definite policy in regard to 
Cuba. Up to the present time President 
Cleveland does not consider that the insur- 
gents have established their right under the 
usuages of international law to be treated 
as belligerents. Unless the situation changes 
he will so report. to Congress, and will thus 
take issue with that body which has already 
declared that war exists between Spain and 
the government established by the patriots. 


No Question of Independence. 


At no time has there been any question be- 
fore the administration of the recognition of 
the independence of the island. That could 
only come when the insurgents were practi- 
cally in possession of the settled portions of 
the island, including a number of the chief 
cities, but a recognition of  belligerency 
could take place at any time without involv- 
ing the question of independence in any way.

Military Activity Not Denied. 


There is no attempt to deny either at the, 
War or Navy Department that special 
efforts have been made not only during the 
last month, but all summer, to place both 
the offensive and defensive military estab- 
lishments in the best possible shape to meet 
any emergency. This has been a matter of 
common prudence, and while the people at 
large were excited over the election the 
commandants of the various navy yards 
were pushing work on ships under their 
control and the officers of the engineer 
corps of the army were using every endeavor 
to push the work of coast defense, 

Whether there is any trouble with Spain 
or not, it is a fortunate fact for the people 
of the United States that more has been done 
on sea coast fortifications during the year 
1896 that in all the years since the war, and 
for the first time in a generation officers of 
the army are able to predict that if the 
present system is continued the principal 
cities of the United States will during the 
coming year be fairly well protected against 
destruction, invasion, or capture. 


Statement by the President. 


To a Senator who called to inquire with 
respect to the administration's attitude 
toward Cuba President Cleveland replied 
that the position of this government was, as 
stated in his last annual message to Con- 
gress, one of traditional sympathy with a 
people struggling for autonomy and free- 
dom, but nevertheless this government felt 
that it was its plain duty to honestly fulfill 
every international obligation. The Presi- 
dent further said that every precaution had ° 
been taken so that, if occasion should arise 
in Cuba, the United States could assert itself 
with force, but he did not think that occa- 
sion would arise. 


Maceo Fall of Confidence. 


New York, Nov. 16.—Sefior Tomas Estrada 
Palma, the Cuban delegate, has received a 
letter from Gen. Antonio Maceo, under date 
of Nov. 7. 

** You need have no uneasiness about me,” 
says Maceo in his letter. ‘‘ Even in the case 
that Weyler could direct against us such an 
enormous army that I could not meet it in 
the field in open battle, as I have done with 
success now, I will resort to guerrilla war- 
fare and dividing my troops into small bodies 
of fifty men each, I will give hard work to 
even 200,000 soldiers. While Weyler was pre 
paring his trocha I was making mine also.” 

Maceo describes immediately after these 
words what he means by histrocha. Itisa 
narrow passage through the mountains, and 
the only way in fact in which to reach the 
strong position where the Cubans have their 
supplies of ammunition and the factories for 
making powder and cartridges. The Spanish 
troops, Maceo says confidentially, cannot g-t 
to the Cuban stronghold. The passage ad- 
mits only one man ata time in front, and be- 
sides that, in the _—— of half a Spanish 
league, the Cubans have built 400 trenches 
and sown them with dynamite bombs. If 
Weyler could force the pass, Maceo says, he 
would only meet destruction half way. 

In the same letter Gen. Maceo gives news 
that he has captured four cannon and a 
great quantity of ammunition in last engage- 
ments with the Spanish troops, especially 
against the corps of Melguizo. “I had to 
store ammunition,” he said, “* for I had more 
than I needed.”’ 

With regard to provisions; he says that he 
is well supplied also, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Province of Pinar del Rio is 
not so well provided with cattle as the other 
parts of theisland. But theinactivity of the 
Spaniards for long months while thev ex- 
pected to meet Maceo in the line of the 
trocha from Mariel to Majana gave time to 
the able Cuban General to victual and fortify 
his army. 

Spanish Loan Oversubscribed. 

Madrid, Nov. 16.—The government loan of 
250,000,000 pesetas has been greatly oversub- 
scribed. The sum of 350,000,000 pesetas has 
already beem subscribed, and reports from 
numerous towns in the provinces have still 
to come in. The Bank of Spain has been 
obliged to open twenty special counters in 
Madrid, owing to the crush of subscribers, 
numbers of whom were only able to subscribe 
for a single bond. Capitalists in Havana 
offered to subscribe 5,000,000 pesetas. 


TO STRENGTHEN OLD FORT CLINCH. 


Battery of Artillery and Warship for 
Florida Coast. 

Fernandina, Fla., Nov. 16. — [Special.]—It 

was learned here today from an official 

source that a battery of artillery is to be sent 


1 here to place old Fort Clinch, which com- 


mands the entrance to the bar of Cumber- 
land Sound, in a better state of defense in 
view of the threatening condition of affairs 
between Spain and the United States. The 
same official also states that a coast defense 
vessel of the Minatonomah class has been 
ordered to take position here. The bar can 
be easily crossed by warships. It is sup- 
posed that the government is taking these 
precautions because Fernandina would be at 
the mercy of a hostile fleet. 

MYSTERIOUS DEATH IN LONDON. 
American Woman Reported to Have 

Committed Suicide. 


Lcendon, Nov. 16.—A woman died suddenly 
at the Hotel Cecil today and it is reported 
that she is an American and that she com- 
mitted suicide. 

According to the Evening News, the wom- 
an was French, while her husband is a 
wealthy American, well known in New York 
City. The husband has received telegrams 
under the names of Mackay and Marriott. 
The couple had been married about four 
months. The deceased lady was about 25 
years old and was exceedingly handsome. 

London, Nov. 17.— The Morning states 
that the lady who died suddenly at the 
Hotel Cecil yesterday was a Hungarian, and 
was the wife of a New-Yorker whose name 
is G. W. Merritt. They arrived at the hotel 
on Nov. 8 and registered themselves as from 
New York. An inquest will be held on 
Wednesday. The landlord says the woman 
died from an overdose of medicine 


PRESIDENT DIAZ GREETS DOCTORS. 


Pan-American Congress Opens at the 
City of Mexico. 


City of Mexico, Nov. 16.—The first session 
of the Pan-American Medical Congress oc- 
curred today. The work of the congress was 
divided into sections, those largely attended 
being on general medicine and therapeutics, 
ginecology and general surgery. The in- 
augural session took place tonight in the 
National Theater, which was splendidly dec- 
orated and illuminated. 

The best society of Mexico, including many 
women, was present in the boxes and the 
display of jewelry was magnificent. 

President Diaz, who attended with his 
Cabinet, made an address of welcome, and 
alluded to the gathering of American physi- 
clans as a means of promoting fraternal 
feeling among the nations af this continent. 
The Mexican Government, he said, was glad 
to lend the congress all the assistance in its 
power, and he hoped the stay of the dele- 
gates would be pleasant, and that they might 
carry away with them as agreeable souvenirs 
as he was sure their visit would leave here.

He was in Law- 
rence, Mass., about a year ago when a con- 
vention of the order was to be held in Bos- 
ton. He represented_himself as a delegate 
from a Chicago caimp, being possessed of 
the signals and passwords of the order.

A NEWSPAPER says that prosperity is not 
returning because a railroad corporation has 
laid off some of its mem Noone promised 
that the election of McKinley would be im- 
mediately followed by the result that every 
corporation and every employer would give 
employment to more men or to the same 
number of men. It was promised that there 
would be a return of confidence, but it was 
not promised that this would happen within 
a week or two. It was expected that there 
would soon be signs of returning prosperity 
showing a betterment of employment. Such 
has been the case, and much quicker than 
“any one anticipated. Here and there have 
been a few isolated instances where the 
reverse has been the case, but as an offset 
to these hundreds of thousands of men have 
been set at work. It is not to be forgotten 
also that the winter season is coming on 
when certain corporations are likely to de- 
crease their operating force, especially if 
such corporations happen to be railroads 
which have but little to carry or less work 
than usual to do. There would have been 
still more of these cases had Bryan been 
elected. Within the short space of two 
weeks hundreds of thousands of men have 
gone back to work allover thecountry. Not 
one of them would have been employed but 
for the election of McKinley. Disgruntled 
Bryan-Debs-Altgeld papers may clamor 
that prosperity is not returning, but all the 
same it is, and the men going back to work 
are the only sign necessary to confirm the 
truth of the promise that was made. The 
only mistake made was-in failing to see that 
it would be fulfilled so quickly. 


JOIN THE POPULISTS. 

Senator Marion Butler announces that 
those men, calling themselves Democrats, 
who voted for Bryan two weeks ago need 
not expect at any future election that P’op- 
ulist codperation they had this year. His 
party will have no more such alliances. 
“The name of Democrat has become a re- 
proach and a stench among the people. 

“ Hither the Bryan Democrats must aban- 


into the People’s party or they must stay 
by themselves, a weak, discredited faction, 
unable to carry a solitary Northern or 
Western State and only two or three South- 
ern States.” 

Bryan accomplished a sedastenhin feat 
when he got the Democrats and Populists 
to act together this year. He managed to 
get the former party to abandon its gold 
standard platform and some of its other 
old principles and declare in favor of a cur- 
rency which went halfway on the road to 
utter lack of value—a 50-cent dollar. 

Bryan persuaded the Populists, who 
want a currency which is worth nothing, 
to meet the Democrats halfway and ac- 
cept, for the time being, a dollar which was 
worth 50 cents. On this compromise plank 
and a free riot plank the two parties came 
together for the late campaignhy 

It was easier for Bryan to secure from 
the Populists the great concessions he did 
because they recognized him as one of 
themselves. They knew their principles 
were his and that he had voted for Weaver 
in 1892. ‘They. felt assured that if elected 
he would carry out their theories if he 
could and disregard the tamer theories of 
the Chicago platform. 

The Populists do not believe in hard 
money of any kind, either white or yellow. 
Their simple monetary creed is that if the 
government takes a piece of paper and 
prints on it, “ This is a dollar, secured by 
the faith and resources of the Nation,” 
that piece of paper straightway becomes a 
dollar. 

They do not specify in what it is a dollar 
—whether the government stamp on a piece 
of paper is to make it equal to a given num- 
ber of grains of gold, or silver, or any other 
metal, They simply assert that the gov- 
ernment stamp on a piece of paper makes 
it one dollar, or 100 dollars, or 1,000 dol- 
lars. 

For these pieces of paper to which im- 
aginary values are to be assigned by the 
government, just as children in playing 
their games attach imaginary and differ- 
‘ing values to red, white, and black kernels 
‘of corn, the Populists have many uses: 
They are to be employed to pay the ex- 
penses of the government. Then it will 
not be necessary to levy any more taxes. 
They are to be loaned to the producers of 
agricultural products stored in government 
warehouses until the producers can get 
satisfactory prices for their commodities, 
if they do not spoil while being held fora 
rise. These pieces of paper are to be loaned 
by the government to men who have bor- 
rowed good money and given mortgages 
to secure the repayment of the loans. With 
these pictorial pledges of a slice of the 
“faith and resources of the Nation ”’ these 
loans are to be paid off, and the lenders 
can make what use of their pictures they 
can, 

The Populists scout the idea of redeem- 
ing paper money in gold or silver. They 
believe in redeeming paper in paper. When 
one engraving called a doller is nearly 
worn out they think another new cugraving 
should be given to the holder. 

Holding firmly the crazy ideas they do, 
it was a great concession for the Populists 
to make to accept, even temporarily, a 50- 
cent, hard-money dollar. It went against 
the grain to do it, They will not agree to 
another such surrender of their principles. 

Therefore the Bryan Democrats must 
go to the Populists or paddle their own 
canoe. It ought not to be hard for them to 
go. They have already gone halfway. Itis 
but the first step that costs. The second 
one, which would take them into tlfe gulf 
of fiatism, ought not to be difficult. 

The men who believe that the magic of 
a government stamp can make 50 cents’ 
worth of silver worth 100 cents can find 
no difficulty in believing -that the same 
stamp can make a mill’s worth of paper 
worth 100 cents. The stamp is everyihing 
with them. It is a veritable philosopher’s 
stone which converts into gold whatever 
it touches.

WHY SHOULD KANSAS BE REWARDED? 
The plea of a Kansas resident in a letter to 


‘Tum Trieune that his State be given a 


representation in the Cabinet of President 
McKinley is disingenuous and unconvincing. 
Why should any political favors be given 
to Kansas? Why should a Cabinet position 
be taken from a State whose people gave 
sound money and McKinley a majority, and 
be given to Kansas, which yoted against 
aoth? To consider the proposition simply 
in the light in which it is made, that this 
Cabinet position is to be given as a reward, 
would inevitably bar out Kansas or Nebras- 
ka or any other State that returned a ver- 
dict against the cause of honest money. On 
the other hand, there is no such preéminence 
of ability among the men of Kansas as to 


make it necessary to go there to get ad- 


visers for the President. The wisdom of its 
statesmen is not so conspicuous as to invite 
preferment for the high places in the council 
of the Chief Executive. But the States that 
gave their Electoral votes to: McKinley 
abound in men of marked mental and exec- 
utive attainments, so that there is a verita- 
ble embarrassment of riches from which 
the President can choose his counselors. 


The result of the election contest furnishes 


added evidence of the caliber of the Kansas 
leaders in politics, if more evidence were 
needed to convince. They did not make a 
good fight. Some were timid, others were 
tinctured with bad doctrine, and on the 


whole they did not make a creditable show- | 


ing. They,certainly did not conduct their 
campaign in a way to warrant serious con- 
sideration as Cabinet timber. 

It is a far-fetched suggestion, as made-by 
the Kansas special pleader, that perhaps in 
two years the Kansas delegation may be 
needed in Congress by the Republicans, and 
that a “ plum” given to Kansas now would 
insure the capture of this delegation. The 
Republicans have managed so that they can 
do without Kansas this year in Congress, 
and there is no reason to fear that they will 
require its support two years hence. But, 
in any event, a possible support that is so 
precarious as to depend on a marked polit- 
ical favor now could hardly be considered a 
source of much encouragement. ° 

The trouble with Kansas and Nebraska 
is that they are degenerates among the 
States. They have swung away from sound 
and honest doctrines and embraced every 
folly and economic crime enumerated in the 
Chicago and Populist platforms. Kansas 
in particular is so infatuated with Popu- 
lism that it has been decided already to hold 
a constitutional convention for the purpose 
of cramming tbe organic law of the State 
with these vicicus principles as advocated 
by Bryan and Altgeld. What Kansas needs 
most is to go to some elementary school and 
learn the rules of common sense, and it 
must acquire this education without any 
coddling or petting by Republicans and 
without any incentives of office. It will be 
time for Kansas to broach the question of 


- Cabinet or other positions when the State 


shows itself worthy of receiving rewards. 
It must first purge itself of those iniquitous 
doctrines before it can be reasonably recog- 
nized. It must emancipate itself from the 
leadership of vicious and _  shallow-pated 
demagogues, like Mrs. Lease and Bryan, 
and follow some honest Moses before it 
enters a claim for pre ferment. 


HOW BRYAN GOT THE NOMINATION. 

Mr. William Jennings Bryan, recent 
Popocratic candidate for the Presidency 
and familiarly known as the Boy Orator of 
the Platte, has been set before the public 
in an entirely new light by Mr. James C. 
Dahlman, Chairman of the Democratic 
State committee of Nebraska and Mr. Bry- 
an’s confidential friend and adviser. How 
far Mr. Dahlman has violated Mr. Bryan's 
confidence by talking out in meeting itis not 
for us to say. 
Mr. Dahiman has to offer. 

Mr. Dahlman’s interesting story, printed 
in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, setting forth the 
cold-blooded manner in which Mr. Bryan 
secured the nomination, upsets many a pop- 
ular fancy which has been woven about 
that gentleman. It has been imagined the 
Boy Orator’s principal characteristic was his 
peculiar personal magnetism which rendered 
him distressingly, if not dangerously, fas- 
cinating, even to the degree of hypnotism. 
It was stated’ by his friends during the 
campaign that it was only necessary to ex- 
hibit him in order to harvest immense crops 
of converts. He was of the veni, vidi, vici 
order. Undoubtedly this was the motive 
of his zigzag journeys through the United 
States and of his famous hopscotch jumps 
around Chicago and its environs. It was 
also considered that it was this Svengali 
business that swept the convention off its 
feet and secured his frenzied nomination by 
a display of personal fascinatiop, aided by 
the borrowed properties of a crown of 
thorns and a cross of gold. 

This illusion has been ruthlessly swept 
away by Mr. Dahlman. It is possible he 
felt that he must explain how it was that 
his friend of the Platte slipped up so badly 
with his hypnotism and must account for 
those fatal official pluralities showing that 
where Bryan talked loudest and longest the 
pluralities against him were the largest. 
Whatever may have been his motive, he 
gives us a realistic picture of his candidate. 

Mr. Dahlman shows that there was no ac- 
cident, no glamour, no personal fascination 
about the nomination. On the other hand, 
it was cut and dried. The dice were loaded 
two years ago, and when Bryan threw them 
he knew the combinations on their faces. 
Mr. Dahiman shows us this alleged Demo- 
crat consorting with Populists two years 
ago in Nebraska. The political ingredients 
in his makeup were ninety-nine parts of 
Populism to one of Democracy. By his 
glib tongue and political dexterity he land- 
ed the free silver wing of the Nebraska 
Democrats Plumply in the camp of the 
Populists—no difficult task. Then, two 
years ago, the combination decided to run 
him’ for the Presidency Via the United 
States Senate, and as a stepping stone for 
the Senatorship they sat him on a tripod 
in the office of the Omaha World-Herald, 
whence he coukl manage the,interests of 
fusion and at the same time look out for 
the interests of Mr. Bryan. He did not 
land the Senatorship, because Thurston was 
stronger than he had imagined, but all the 
time he continued sawing silver logs with 
the Presidential office in view. He flooded 
Nebraska with silver literature. He made 
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facile tongue at work all over the trans 
Missouri country. He was on a still hunt 
for free silver. When the Supreme Court 
‘upset the income tax he went for the Su- 
preme Court. No one dreamed that he was 
scheming for the Presidential nomination, « 
because he was kept in the background, and 
for a purpose, Meanwhile he went to the 
St. Louis convention ostensibly as a cor- 
respondent for his paper, really to study the 
methods and see what easiest captured a 
crowd, Asanother move in the game it was 
necessary, he should be a delegate to the Chi- 
cago convention. How he secured it and 
sneaked in is a matter of history. No one, 
however, suspected Nebraska had a candi- 
date except those behind the curtain. 
Of course, his own crowd put him on 
the Resolutions committee, which would 
give him the coveted chance for a 
speech. Then he schemed to get 
the last speech, and the committee fell 
easily into the trap, After a collection of 
dull, heavy speeches which had made the 


people yawn Bryan rose to close the debate. . 


With vigor of manner, force of lung, ease 
of tongue, superficial eloquence, garrulous 
fireworks, he shot ahead and finally plunged 
into a peroration of borrowed metaphors 
which for very shame were bounded with 
quotation points in the official report. 

But they did their work. Two years of 
long labor were rewarded, and then the 
people undid it. Nevertheless Mr. Bryan is 
still running, but long before 1900 he will 
have run down. Mr. Dahiman has de- 
stroyed the illusion. He has shown us the 
real Bryan—-a mousing, scheming politician, 
and a defeated one. 


PLEA FOR THE AFRICAN ELEPHANT. 

The London Telegraph makes a melan- 
choly plea for the preservation of the Afri- 
can elephant, and subtly invites the sympa- 
thy of Americans by pointing its appeal 
With a pathetic reference to the fate of the 
buffalo. It shows that at the present rate 
of destruction, which it estimates at about 
40,000 elephants a year, the anima! will be- 
come extinct in Africa within fifteen years. 
The total yield of each elephant to the wants 
of man is an average of forty pounds of 
ivory, and yet for this trivial return the 
reckless hunters are extirpating the living 
source of the commodity with a wanton 
blindness to the fast approaching and in- 
evitable end of the animal’s existence on the 
earth, “ We might plead earnestly,” says 
the Telegraph, “‘even upon the ground of 
estheticism and natural science for the pro- 
tection in future of the noble beast, whose 
majesty and tranquillity of mien well be- 
come his silent haunts and _ philoséphic, 
harmless existence. The ears of those, 
however, who massacre the innocent giant 
to cut from him material for paper-knives 
and shoe-horns would be closed to such re- 
monstrances, The best hope of all who 
understand the value of the elephant for 
Africa is that even the most ruthless of his 
assassins may come to learn that they are 
destroying their own markets.” 

There is certainly pathos in this picture of 
the remorseless annihilation of the inscruta- 
ble giant of the forests, but it is doubtful if 
appeals to either estheticism or commercial 
interest will prevail to check the zeal of the 
hunters. ‘~The African natives cannot be 
expected to respond to any sentimental in- 
spiration, and the spirit of avarice will be 
too strong to yield to any theories for the 
future which they cannot understand. En- 
gland would be little more likely to be seri- 
ously moved by the prospect of the final 
destruction of the ornament of the African 
wilds unless it could be convinced that a 
live elephant was more valuable than a dead 
one. As this conviction would necessitate 
.a definite limitation of the number 0@ ele- 
phants that could be killed in a year 
or-a limitation of the time in which 
they could be killed, and as there would be 
no means of enforcing any such enactment, 
even this hope must be abandoned as futile. 

In drawing a comparison between the 
probable fate of the elephant and the ac- 
complished extinction of the bison it is not 
possible to construct an exact parallel. . The 
bison was a purveyor of food and a furry 
robe for the early settlers of the West, and 
the temptation to kill the noble beast for 
both these rewards was practically irre- 
sistible. These great prairie monsters, 
moreover, were destructive to telegraph 
lines and domesticated flocks, and were 
thus sacrificed in many instances in the 
interests of civilization and self-defense, 
But the elephant has but a small tribute to 
pay to man when dead, while if permitted 
-to live it can be a potent factox, with its 
great power, in the developme ht of the 
Central African wilds and finally surrender 
the ivory of which the greed of man now 
rashly despoils it before its time. The plea 
of the London Telegraph is justifiable and 
it is a pity that by no apparent possibility 
can it be successful. ‘

BREAK THE ENDLESS CHAIN. 

A correspondent, whose letter is printed 
in another column, asserts that the sale of 
bonds to cancel the greenbacks will bring 
the Populists into power in 1900. He as- 
serts also that “ there is no reason to appre- 
hend any raids upon the Treasury in the 
next four years.”’ 

There may be no more such raids, but in 
spite of the assurances of the correspondent 
such raids may be made long before his four 
years are up if the facilities for making 
them remain. There is no reason to appre- 
hend an immediate renewal of the demand 
for gold for hoarding purposes, since that 
grows out of a distrust of the soundness of 
currency. There may, however, be a de- 
mand for gold for other purposes, and the 
Treasury> may be resorted to for that gold. 

During the nine months ending Oct. 1 last 
the exports exceeded the imports by 129 
millions. The balance of trade was largely 
on the side of this country. It was not 
obliged to send any gold abroad to pay for 
foreign goods. 

But supposing next year, or year after 
next, the balance of trade should be heavily 
against the United States. Importations 
have been very low foratwelvemonth. The 
revival of confidence will stimulate them. 
The importers, seeing the increasing de- 
mand for goods, will order large quantities. 

Supposing also that the price of wheat 
falls in 18U7 owing to the better harvests in 
India, Russia, and elsewhere. Then there 
will not be such a great demand for Amer- 
ican wheat as there is now, and the price 
may go down to 50 cents again. 

Then the balance of trade: would be 
against this country and the difference 
would have to be paid by itin gold. If the 
banks did not supply the gold which had to 
be sent abroad it would have to be obtained 
from the Treasury... If much gold should be 
needed suddenly there would be another 
“* raid.” 

One important fact which must not be 
overlooked is that the custom-house figures 
of the value of imports do not give the real 
value, but underestimate it greatly. That 
is due to the fraudulent undervaluations 
practiced under the Wilson tariff with its 
ad valorem duties. 

Thus the official reports may show that

be apparent if it were known what the 
imports actually cost. Thus the declared 
value of dutiable imports during the nine 
months ending Oct. 1 last was 283 millions. 
The real value must have been much greater 
or with a favorable trade balance of 129 
millions the excess of: gold imports..over 
exports would -have been nfore than, 9% 
‘millions. ek 

With a heavy excess. of imports over ex- 
ports and a consequent demand for gold 
for shipment the Treasury would be re- 
sorted to. If much gold was drawn out 
timid people might get alarmed again about 
the stability of the currency and hoarding 
might recommence. The only way to re- 
plenish the reserve would be to sell more 
bonds. 

Why not sell enough bonds at once and 
be done with the greenbacks before more 
bonds have to be sold to protect them? No 
Republican should be scared by that cry 
against “selling bonds in time of peace,” 
which was first raised when bonds were sold 
with which to get the gold to begin re- 
sumption. The time when bonds are sold 
is a matter of no consequence, but they 
should be sold for some good purpose. 

The debt of the government will not be 
any greater when the greenbacks have been 
funded, though the interest charge will be 
about nine millions more than now. That 
will be the price of absolute security in the 
future. The dangerous demand indebted- 
ness of the government will be gotten rid of. 

The man who owes a number of small 
debts, payable on demand, would gladly con- 
solidate them into one debt, payable at some 
future date, even though he had to pay in- 
terest. Then he knows where he stands. 
He feels safe. The government—that is, the 
people—with 486 millions of demand notes 
out, and only 123 millions of gold asa re- 
serve, cannot afford to run the risk of the 
sudden demand for tlie payment of one- 
quarter of its notes. 

The government can afford to run no 
risks, for the consequences of a disaster 
would be so appalling. If it were to be 
unable to redeem in gold any of this 486 
millions of greenbacks and Sherman notes, 
then there would be a slump in value of its 
silver dollars and silver certificates, which 
amount to 500 millions. There would be a 
sudden change from the gold to the silver 
standard. 

The endless chain must be broken as 
speedily as possible, and the simplest, quick- 
est way to do it is to convert the greenback 
debt into a bonded debt, and let the national 
banks, which will enlarge their circulation 
as the greenbacks are withdrawn, supply 
the gold when needed, just as they did from 
1789 up to 1892.

Indiana is a close State. Consequently 
efforts have always been made there to get 
out every vote. The State has generally 
come nearer polling a full vote than almost 
any other Commonwealth. In 1890 the 
total number of males of voting age was 
593,000. Some of these were not natural- 
ized or had been in the State but a few 
months, and yet in 1888 Indiana cast 536,- 
000 votes. 

The figures show that a full vote was not 
polled in 1892. Only 17,400 more votes were 
cast then than in 1888, while this year’s 
vote exceeds that of 1892 by uearly 82, 
There were a good many Republicans 
who would not vote for Harrison a sec- 
ond time and who would not vote 
for Cleveland. The -issues of 1896 
were so momentous that few Indianians 
seem to have remained at home. In eight 
years the vote of the State has increased 18 
percent, , :

REPUBLICANS ON TARIFF REVISION. 


Would Amend the Wilson Bill. 

The enormous popular plurality for Mc- 
Kinley is not a plurality in favor of a pro- 
longed tariff agitation, conducted through 
echedule after schedule to the end, which is 
almost inevitably a compromise The Re- 
publican party has received no so-called 
**mandate”’ to begin at the beginning and 
remake the entire tariff. Too much of our 
plurality caine from the patriotic gold Dem- 
ocrats for us lightly to take upon ourselves 
the responsibility of acting as if the tariff 
had been the chief issue. The present law 
is a bad one, to be sure, and ought not to 
stand. But there are two ways of geen Bo 
—one by replacing it as soon as 
with a brand new law, such as FB cesen be 
passed without prolonged dissension; the 
other by curing its worst defects, by making 
it a producer of revenue, and then waiting 
to see how the country is affected and study- 
ing what further changes should thereafter 
be made. -The latter way is the more pru- 
dent, and the one more likely to be tried.— 
Milwaukee Sentinel. 


Advising the Middle Way. 


The tariff is, or ought to be, a matter of 
business rather than of politics. Every one 
concedes that customs duties must be levied 
in order to provide the government with 
revenue, This being a condition and nota 
theory, the practical business sense of the 
country ought to be capable of so adjusting 
tariff rates as to benefit this country the 
most and put the least burden upon its peo- 
ple. The advocates of protection are many 
the advocates of a high or prohibitive tariff 
are few. There is a medium between a high 
tariff and an extremely low tariff which 
commands the epproval of a large majority 
of the American people. If the Republican 
party is wise it will heed the wishes, not of 
either extremists, but of the great conserva- 
tive or middle class of citizens. — 
Hawkeye. 

On a Revenue Basis. 

There is one cheering thing, which ts that 
we hear no noisy demand for a general re- 
vival of tariff agitation of the old-fashioned 
sort. Itis commonly agreed that if we have 
a revision of import duties it is to be made 
solely with reference to the national income, 
and not with reference to protection. But 
we are in no position to say that the Wilson 
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tariff under the more favorable trade con-' 


ditions that are to be looked for will not 
bring revenue sufficient for the Treasury’s 
needs. That tariff has never had a test. 
Now that there is no political contest to 
warp the judgment it is likely that every- 
body will admit that the Wilson bill was not 
the cause of the hard times, and that the re- 
peal or modification of it will not bring back 
good times.—Detroit Tribune. 


Political, Not Economic, Reasons. 

It would be unwise to plunge the country 
into a long struggle over the tariff. Just as 
soon as the Republicans begin to construct 
an ultra-protective tariff law the Demo- 
cratic party will come together again in de- 
termined opposition, and in 1898 the opposi- 
tion will be strong enough to capture the 
House. A junction of Southern and West- 
ern Democrats against ultra-protectionism 
would be formidable, and insistence upon an 
ultra-protective tariff would be injurious, if 
not disastrous, to the Republican party, now 
in a position, by judicious treatment of the 
tariff question, to control the government 
for many years.—Minneapolis Journal. 

Give the Wilson Bill a Chance. 

There are inequalities and abnormalities 
in the tariff act of 1894—some duties are too 
low and others too high—but let us give it a 
chance to reveal itself under normal condi- 
tions. These conditions will: be here soon 
after President McKinley’s inauguration if

Against a General Revision. 

In opposing a general] revision of the tariff 
the Dispatch does not oppose the protective 
feature.

During that 
time he has seen many victories won by his 
party and he has seen the fruits of some of 
those victories thrown away by inexcusable 
errors. Therefo he is moved to observe 
that ‘‘ reason and moderation in the hour of 
victory are prime necessities, and this is the 
lesson I would ‘hold up after this election.” 
That lesson was not held up after the vic- 
tory of 1888. Reason and moderation were 
not remembered in 1890, and the result was a 
bad defeat in the fall of that year, and an- 
other in 1892. The Republicans will be wiser 
next year than they were six years ago.—

Should Not Disturb Business. 
If the present Congress does not take 
steps to provide revenues for the support of 


the government at the coming session it will 


be necessary, perhaps, for President-elect 
McKinley to call a special session of the 
Fifty-fifth Congress soon after his inaugu- 
ration in March next. The daily deficits 
must be stopped. What would be the effect 
of .a special session of the new Congress?

Albion (IIL) Journal: In the light of the 
election returns for Iifinois there is some- 
thing slightly humorous at this time in going 
back to the National Republican convention 
at St. Louis and recalling the bitter fight 
there made in the caucus rooms of the IIli- 
nois delegation against the adoption of the 
‘existing gold standard” clause in the na- 
tional platform.

ASHINGTON HOSKINS, a colored 
policeman traveling out off the 
Twenty-second Street Station, is 

about to launch himself upon the world as 
an inventor and human benefactor. Elec- 
tricity is the field of his operations. Tonight 
he will exhibit his apparatus at No. 2815 
State street, the Chicago Flats, to repre- 
Sentatives of the press. As soon as the world 
learns of its magic powers all coal mines will 
be abandoned, for fuel will not be needed. 
Steam engines of every description will be 
supplanted by Hoskins motors. Flying ma- 
chines will be moved and lighted by them. 
Dishes will be washed and houses will be 
illuminated. All mantfactured articles will 
be turned out at a lower figure than ever 
before. Goodness knows what the Hoskins 
device will not do. To the feeble mortal 
mind it seems to be a desideratum. 

An ordinary quarrel flashed this great dis- 
covery on an unsuspecting world.

“ I take two jars,” he said, “‘ containing the 
cylinders, connected by wires with a sixteen 
candle-power incandescent burner, and fili 
the jars with water. Nothing will then take 
place. But as soon as I drop my chemicals 
into the water, the light will blaze up as 
brightly as any you ever saw. Some of the 
material I use to produce this effect is stuff 
that you walk over every time you walk over 
a vacant lot. That is, it is vegetable mat- 
ter. 

“The electricity generated in this way is 
so abundant that it affords unlimited power 
as well as illumination. By multiplying the 
jars I can generate enough to illuminate 
this city and to operate every factory and 
railroad in its limits. I have generated 500 
volts with the small machine in my room. 
As to the cost of doing this, I have concluded 
that it is not to my interest to speak any 
further than to say that the cost will not be 
more than one-half of what it would be by 
any other method.” 

Then he proceeded to tell how his inven- 
tion would revolutionize present power de- 
—— and solve the problem of aerial naviga- 

on.

While a reporter for 
THE TRIBUNB was talking with Mrs. Snyder 
at her store yesterday two heads were seen 
peeping in at the window. On going to the 
door the two little urchins made a pell mell 
retreat. 

“They are continually at it,” said Mrs. 
Snyder. “They go around in bands and 
wage their warfare against property on a 
Systematic plan. Two or three will take up 
& position about half a block from this store. 
They will stir up some kind of a rumpus to 
divert attention. Then one will come into the 
store and pretend to buy something. While 
I am thus occupied another we sneak in the 
door and run off with a pair of shoes. 

“Only a short time ago they bored into the 
scantling of the barn and got away with five 
cases of shoes which were stored in the room 
above. As a result of this take shoes sold 
in the neighborhood for 20 cents apiece. Al- 
together, their petty thefts and the windows 
they have broken have cost us over $2U0 
during the last few months.

é¢ LD PUT” and Elwin 8S. Cook, old- 
6, time Chicago “‘ cabbies,” are dead. 
“Old Put,” or E. F. Putnam, died. 
yesterday of rheumatism at the County Hos- 
pital. Mr. Cook died on Saturday at the 
home of his brother, No, 186 Erie street. 
“Ola Put’ for more than thirty years 
had a hack stand at Clark and Madison 
streets, and hisfigurs was as much ofa land- 
mark at. that corner as that of Big Steve 
Rowan Putnam was the oldest hackdriver 
in the city. He entered the'business during 
the war, and since then he rarely had 
missed a day, until a month or so ago, when 
his infirmities began to tell on him. He 
then consented to go to the hospital. 
Putnam was prosperous in the 70s, and 
had seven or eight hacks of his own. He ran 
a stable for a time at Twelfth street and 
Indiana avenue, and afterwards in Pacific 
street, near the police station. He was a 
favorite with the old-time Board of Trade 
men, and his earnings were high. He was 
absolutely trustworthy, and never talked 
about his business. In those days Wolfert’s 
saloon in Clark street was the favorite re- 
sort of the Board of Trade operators, and 
all the patrons of the place knew “ Old Put.” 
When he chose he could tell any number of 
stories of his work. During the fire he was 
engaged by a jeweler to carry @ small trunk 
from the business district to the Northwest- 
ern depot, then at Erie and Townsend streets. 
On the way to the tunnel people showered 
property of every description into and upon 


.the hack and —_ along behind. He got $100 


for the trip. he jeweler told him the trunk 
— money and valuables worth $100,- 
000. 

On ansther occasion he happened tol be the 
only cabman at the Illinois Central Station 
when an immigrant train came in. There 
were about fifty Bape ae bound for the North- 
western road. e put all he could into and 
upon the vehicle and then gota long rope and 
some forty.others caught hold and went along 
to keep from getting lost. There was no 
transfer company in those days, and as the 
Northwestern train was due to leave in-half 
an hour there was no time to lose, and, ac- 
cording to the story, those forty men gladly 
paid $1 apiece for the privilege of holding on 
to that rope. 

Putnam was 65 years old and he leaves a 
family. He was a member of the Cabmen’s 
Union and the union will conduct the funeral 
at 2 p. m. today from A. B. Russ’ undertak- 
ing establishment, No. 161 Twenty-second 
street. The pallbearers will be:

Papers Torn Into Bits. 


ra [ve is the most outrageous abuse 

of the extradition laws that ever 

has come under my notice,” cried 

Judge Goggin yesterday in giving George 

Kramer his freedom. ‘‘ Stand up, my boy, 

and let these men see what a hardened 
criminal they are fighting for!” 

After delivering his decision, which he said 

was based on the lowa statute, which says 


that a felony cannot be committed by a 
person of the prisoner’s age, the Judge de- 
clared he hoped some day to have the pleas- 
ure of dealing with the boy’s father, who 
lives in Cedar Rapids, and desired to effect 
the boy’s return there. 

The prisoner was a 14-year-old boy, who 
had been arrested for the larceny of a bi- 
cycle valued at $50, on information received 
from Cedar Rapids, on Nov. 10. The boy’s 
parents are divorced, the father living in 
Cedar Rapids, while the mother is employed 
at the Chicago Beach Hotel. 5 

By the terms of the divorce Mrs. Kramer 
retained the custody of the three children, 
but this fall she allowed the dldest, George, 
to pay a visit to hisfatherin lowa. When 
Nov. 1 came around the young fellow decid- 
ed that he wanted to return to Chicago, but 
his father objected and refused to give him 
money to make the trip. Determined to 
reach Chicago, he took a bicycle which be- 
longed to his father and rode the entire 
distance from Cedar Rapids, only to be met 
here by a warrant for his arrest. 

The necessary extradition papers had been 
secured and Marshal Farmer of Cedar Rap- 
ids was here ready to take the boy back to. 
Iowa, when a writ of habeas corpus was 
taken out before Judge Chetlain and the 
date for the hearing set for last Tuesday.

MARZEN’S STORY NEARLY FINISHED. 


He Maintains His Innocence and As- 
serts He Was Convicted on Cir- 
cumstantial Evidence.

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NEW STATISTICAL INFORMATION IN 
CENSUS REPORTS. 


It Is Shown That the Uneniployed 

' Represent 5.01 of the Total Number 

Engaged in Gainfual Occupations in 

the Year 1890—Compilation Is the 

First of the Kind Ever Made by the 

- Government—Rural Free Mail Deliv- 
ery to Be Tested at Auburn, IL. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—Carroll D. 
Wright, Commissioner of Labor, in charge 
of the eleventh census, has transmitted to 
the Secretary of the Interior a special report 
on the statistics of occupations. 

The most interesting feature of the report 
relates to the question of the unemployed. 
Similar data relative to the unemployed 
were collected at the census of 1880, but were 
not compiled, so that this is the first time in 
the Federal census that information of this 
character has been presented in connection 
with the statics of occupations, derived 
from answers made on the population 
echedule. — 

‘There were 22,735,661 persons 10 years of 
age and over engaged in gainful occupations 
in 1890, of whom 18,821,000 were males and 
8,914,571 females. Of these 3,013,117 males 
and 510,613 females, or a total of 3,523,730 
persons, were unemployed at their principal 
papa ane during some part of the census 

ear ing May 31, 1890. Of the whole num- 


r- of so unemployed 1,818,865 were 
unemployed from one to three months, 
1,368, from four to six months, and 336,- 


447 from seven to twelve months. This is 
equivalent, approximately, to 1,139,672 per- 
sons ar at their principal occupa- 
tions for the entire twelve months. This 
number would represent 5.01 per cent of the 
total number of persons engaged in gainful 
occupations In 1890. 


RURAL FREE DELIVERY OF MAIL. 


Government Will Conduct an Experi- 
i ment at Auburn, Ill. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—[{Special.]— 

On Monday next the Postoffice Department 

will begin the experiment of rural free de- 

livery in an Illinois town. Auburn, in San- 
gamon County, has been selected as the 
place to make. the experiment. 

Three carriers will take up all the mail for 
farm houses and other residences in a circle 
of about four miles outside of Auburn. ‘The 
details of the delivery will be left to the 
local authorities, but the carriers will proba- 
bly_be mounted or use a wagon, as in other 
cases where the same experiment has been 
tried. About a month ago the department 
began experimental stations to test the 
feasibility of rural free delivery as now in 
use in England. Towns were selected in 
West Virginia, New York, Virginia, North 

lina, Maryland, and Ohio. | 

The work has not yet gone beyond the ex- 

tal in any of these places, but 
from preliminary reports received it is be- 
lieved the service can be gradually extended 
with profit to the department. Letters were 
gent out today to postoffice inspectors and 

Postmasters in the sections where the ex- 

ts are being tried asking them to 
give a detailed report as to the benefit of the 
service and the possibility of its general 
adoption. These reports will be collated by 
the Postmaster-General and submitted to 

Congress in time to be considered in connec- 

tion with the postal appropriation bill. 

The officials of the department are not sat- 
isfied that mail can be delivered from house 
to house profitably except in sections which 
are comparatively thickly settled,

They will 
early next year probably attempt a revision 
of the entire tariff schedules, and it would 
not seem to me td be wise for them to an- 
ticipate this action by passing a tempo- 
rary measure. ¢ 

“As a matter of fact, the Republicans 
generally are pretty well satisfied with 
the present tariff law. If they should 
deem it necessary to make a pretense of 
pressing the Dingley bill or some such 
measure for the purpose of increasing the 
revenues, I would favor a proposition to 
increase the tax on beer and on luxuries, 
such as high-priced cloths, liquors, etc. 

"I shall not offer any factious opposition 
to any policies that the Republicans may 
endeavor to adopt. They have been elected 
to power for four years, and I think they 
ought to be permitted to try their plans, 
and if they bring prosperity to the country, 
why, I'll say, ‘ bless ’em.’ 

“I would not favor an attempt to put 
a free silver rider upon a tariff bill, for 
the reason that I do not think any good 
could be accomplished by such action. Let 
the Republicans have full swing, and it 
will then be easy to fix the responsibility.”

MAHER WINS THE FIGHT. 


KNOCKS OUT CHOYNSKI IN THE 
SIXTH ROUND. 


Set-To Is a Red-Hot Affair from Be- 
ginning to End and in the Early 
Part the Californian Does the Bet- 
ter Work—He Soon Gets Wild, How- 
ever, agd the Irishman Puts Him 
to Sleep—Theodore Reesevelt Oc- 
cupies a Box. _— 


New York, Nov. 16.—[Special.}—Peter 
Maher of Ireland defeated Joe Choynski of 
California before six rounds had expired at 
the Broadway Athletic club last night. 

It was a great battle, cleverly fought, and 
the climax came when it was least expected. 
Choynski more than surprised his most 
ardent admirers by putting up @ great con- 
test from the very start of the first round, 
until the knockout blow was delivered, and 
had he used a little more judgment and not 
lost his head completely when he landed his 
right on Maher’s jaw in the early portion of 
the sixth round that made the Irishman 
weary and groggy he must have won, 

As a matter of fact, the Californian had all 
the better of the first five rounds, landing his 
long left hard on the jaw and wind innumer- 
able times. Had he contented himself with 
this method he would have been undoubt- 
edly returned the victor, 

As for Maher, he did not use any of his 
great rushes, for which he is famous, but 
fought cautiously throughout and won a 
legion of friends by his grand finish, when he 
turned what looked like positive defeat into 
a most emphatic victory. Maher’s game- 
ness, which has always been questioned, 
will suffer no more, as he displayed the 
purest kind of grit at the critical moment. 

Much Betting on the Bout. 

Perhaps in no bout of recent years, in this 


vicinity, was there so much betting on the 
result. Maher was a 10 to 6 favorite in the 


early part of the fight, and his price steadily 


advanced to 2 to 1, and when they entered 
the ring 8 to 1 was asked. “ Pittsburg 
Phil” was said to have several commission- 
ers in the arena who were snapping up all 
the Choynski money that showed, and there 
was a lot of it. 

There Was considerable hedging as the bout 
progressed, and one particular:sporting man 
of this town offered to sell a bet of $250 to 
$100 for a $5 bill when Choynski knocked 
Maher groggy in the sixth round, but before 
it could be snatched up the Irishman had 
completely turned the tables, and a few sec- 
onds later was declared the winner. 


Maher First to Appear. 


It was exactly 9:40 when the shouts of the 
crowd on the west bleachers announced the 
coming of the gladiators of the night. Maher 
was the first to appear, arrayed in a blue 
sweater and dark trousers. He was esquired 
by Peter Burns, Peter Lowry, and Jack 
Quinn, and was loudly cheered as he selected 
the northwest corner. 

Choynski followed almost immediately, 
wearing a dark sweater and trousers, as well 
as a neat cap on his head. His seconds were 
Tommy West, Paddy Gorman, and Bob Arm- 
strong. Choynski was cheered to the echo 
as he took his corner, and, while both men 
were adjusting the gloves, the conditions of 
the bout were announced to be for twenty 
rounds. 

When they were called to the center of the 
ring by Referee Austin for final instructions 
both men looked each other in the eye and 
smiled, Maher looked one and a half inches 
taller than the Californian and had the ad- 
vantage of fully ten pounds of weight. 
“Time” was called at exactly 9:45. 


Fight by Rounds, 


First round—Both sparred for an opening. Choyn- 
ski was first to land with a light left on the face, 
and was neatly countered on the chin by Maher. 
Choynski tried for the wind but failed, after which 
they clinched. Choynski got home on the wind 
twice with his left and repeated a trifie low. 
Both were cautious during the round, and Choyn- 
ski kept going away from Maher's right. 

Second round—Maher tried with right and left 
and missed, and got a hard left swi on the ear. 
Maher rushed and swung both hands wild, but 
Joe jabbed ‘on the wind and again on the ear. 
Maher tried to land at close quarters but failed, 
and Joe landed his right and left that sent Maher 
to the ropes. Both got to close arm work, where 
Maher landed a corking right but was nailed with 
a — left on the teeth. This. was Choynski’s 
round, 

Third round—Joe sent a hard left drive to the 
wind and repeated, after which he tried with his 
right, but was short. Maher got on the ear, but 
Joe retaliated with a swing that made Peter 
stagger. 
left and Joe slipped down. So 
lowed, Peter falling on his hands as he missed a 
vicious right. Choynski ran away and Maher 
ge a beautiful opportunity to land a swinging 
eft. ~ 
Fourth round—Choynski was first to lead, getting 
his left hard on the wind. Both appeared cautious 
to a degree. Joe landed another hard left on the 
wind, but Maher backed him to the ropes, wherc 
he got a great left on Joe’s jaw. Choyaski landed 
two lefts and a right, but Maher got back with a 
hard drive over the heart, and swung both hands 
wild. Choynski clinched as the round ended. 

Fifth round—Choynski missed with two left leads 
and Maher swung his right, which Joe ducked. 
Choynski landed his left three times, but in a rally 
on the ropes Maher upper-cut Choynski on the 
jaw. Twice Maher swung his right, but missed, 
and was nailed hard twice by Choynski’s ieft, 
This round was even. 

ixth round—Choynski landed a hard left Gp the 
jaw, but Maher got his left hard on the ‘“~?th. 
Choynski then crossed with his right on Maher’s 
jaw, sending him to the ropes groggy. Maher 
came back and swung both hands on Choynski’s 
face, Maggeriny: im, moment 
later dropped . with ai right-hander on 
the jaw. Choynshk: staid down seven seconds and 
arose groggy. He owung both hands for Maher’s 
head, but was caught with a hard left that sent 
him to the ropes, where he followed him, landing 
a stiff left hand jolt and then put the right on 
Joe's jaw that sent him to the floor on his face 
almost lifeless. He turned over on his back. and 
with both hands outstretched lay as if dead until 
the ten seconds expired, when his seconds rushed 
into the ring and half dragged and hal carried 
him to his corner. Time ot ound. two minutes 
and twenty-elght seconds. 

Theodore Roosevelt, President of the 
Board of Police, who occupied a box close to 
the ring, perhaps to see that the fight did 
not get too brutal, or pernaps to enjoy the 
sport, after the contest said: ! 

‘* Boxing is a manly sport, and I can see no 
good reason why the contests betwedn well- 
trained and evenly matched men should not 
be conducted in this city. I think the Maher 
and Choynski contest was a grand struggle 
and I could find nothing brutalinit. Both 
were well trained athletes and did not dis- 
play the slightest particle of blood or bruises 
until the climax came. 

‘‘In the first contest of the evening the 
men were very unevenly matched, and the 
consequences were one was pounded hard 
and bled freely from the mouth and nose. 
I ordered the referee to stop this bout, as T 
would have done with the Maher and Choyn- 
ski affair had it degenerated into a brutal 
slugging match.’’

SIXTEEN STATE PRESIDENTS MAKE 
REPORTS OF THEIR SECTIONS.

Mrs. Carrie 8. Benjamin of Colorade 
Tells Why She Voted for McKinley— 
It Was Because Her Husband Want- 
ed Her to Wote the Other Way—Mrs. 
Ida S&S. Frazee of Peoria, a Recent 
Convert to Judaism, Creates Much 
Interest, 


New York, Nov. 16.—{Special.]—This is the 
second day of the first convention of the 
National Council of Jewish Women. The 
delegates and alternates from the various 
councils of the country were called to order 
by the President, Mrs. Hannah G. Solomon 
of Chicago, in Tuxedo Hall. 

After the report of the various committees 
came the report of the Recording Secretary,

This paper outlined 
the foundation and growth of the associa- 
tion, which had its inception in the Congress 
of Women at the World’s Fair in Chicago. 
There are 4,000 members of the association, 
the councils @arying in size from four to 
500. The largest is the Chicago council. 

Many interesting features were brought 
out by the various committee reports. 

Mrs. Carrie S. Benjamin of Colerado 
caused a smile by stating in an audible aside 
as she stepped upon the platform, “ Yes, I 
voted for McKinley.” This was in answer 
to a friend with whom she had been con- 
versing. 

“Why did you vote for him?” asked a 
lady in the audience, 

‘‘ Because my husband wanted me te vote 
the other way,”’ was the reply. 

In her report Mrs. Benjamin stated that 
a.‘‘corner” had been established in the 
Denver Library, which contained many 
works on Jewish history and literature. 
This idea was discussed as being a most 
beneficial one, and the President advised all 
councils to endeavor to secure the same re- 
sult in their locals. 

Sixteen Presidents of State branches made 
reports. 

An interesting report was read by Mrs. Ida 
Steenobia Frazee of Peoria, Ill., a recent 
convert to Judaism. Mrs. Frazee is well 
known in Western literary circles. 

Mrs. Nellie L. Miller, Vice-President of the 
Tennessee branches and President of the 
Memphis branch, read a paper on ‘‘ The 
Council: Its Advantages, Needs, and Diffi- 
culties.’’ 

‘* One of the greatest needs of this organi- 
zation,” said Mrs. Miller, ‘“‘is harmony, 
We should set aside all sectionalism, all 
clas8 prejudice, all petty differences. We 
are not a race, we are a denomination. Our

Many Important Provisions Are Adopt- 
ed—Cause of the Armenians Attracts 
Much Attention and Over 8800 
Is Collected for Their Relief—En- 
couraging Report Is Read on the 
Sum Collected for the Purchase of 

‘Trust Bonds of the Temple. 


St. Louis, Ma, Nov. 16.~—The fourth day’s 
Session of the twenty-third annual conven- 
‘tion of the National W. C. T. U. began at 8 
o'clock with the usual prayer-meeting at 
Schuyler Memortal House, led by Mrs. 


; Chariton Edholm of New York. 
An hour later the regular meeting was |} 


called to order at Music Hall by Miss 
Willard. Mrs: Annie M. Palmer of Iowa, 
national evangelist, led in prayer, after 
which the regular program was proceeded 
with. It was the reading of the minutes and 
report of the Executive committee, part of 
which was adopted. The provisions adopted 
follow: 

It was decided that the giving of W. C. T. 
U. medals should be resumed; that the Ap- 
Propriations committee shall consist of five, 
two of Whom shall be chosen by the Board 
of Superintendents and three by the Execu- 
tive committee. Mesdames 8S. Fessenden, 
Narcissus W. Kinney, and Marion Dunham 
were appointed by the Executive commit- 
ees members of the Appropriations com- 
mittee. : 


Subcommittee’s Report Adopted. 

‘The subcommittee’s financial plan was 
adopted. It provides that: 

‘Whereas, The membership fee of the 
National W. C. T. U. is net sufficient for the 
needs of the work of that committee, it is reo- 
ommendedthat the plan presented last year 
be continued, always providing that no 
financial agent shall pursue her plans or 
solicit funds in any State without the con- 
sent of the general officers of that State. 
The $2 plam for each union, the contribution 
of which is voluntary; was further recom- 
mended and adopted. . 

A long list of names of prominent people 
from various parts of the country who had 
sent letters of greeting to the convention 
Was Tread: 

An announcement was made that Mrs. 
Anna Snead Cairns of Forest Park Unl- 
versity would give one Armenian girl a 
Christian education at her institution. She 
stated that $50 each per year would be suffi- 
cient to pay for the education of any other 
Armenian girls that the members wished 
sent there. 

It was announced that $600 in cash and $260 
in pledges was raised at yesterday’s meet- 
ing for the relief of Armenians, which will 
be sent on immediately. It is expected to raise 
$2,000 before the convention closes. 

It was voted to send a telegram to Miss 

lara Barton, President of the Red Cross 
Society, congratulating her upon her work 
generally and that in Armenia especially. 
A spirited debate then followed, whem Mra. 
Mary F. Lovell of Pennsylvania brought up 
her amendment to the constitution adding 
the Board of National Superintendents to 
the Executive committee. This amend- 
ment has been defeated at previous national 
conventions, but each succeeding year Mrs. 
Lovell bobs up again with it. The debate 
Was so extended that it crowded out the 
ugual order of business of the morning ses- 
sion, the hearing of reports of department 
superintendents, which was postponed to the 
afternoon sessiom 


Mrs. Stoddard beads Debate. 

The debate was led off by Mrs. Helen M. 
Stoddard, President of the Texas State 
Union, who spoke strongly against the 
adoption of the amendment. Mrs. Mary H. 
Hunt of Massachusetts, Superintefident of 
the Department of Scientific Temperance In- 
struction, followed in favor of it, and several 
others spoke pro and con. The vote was 
taken, showing 159 for and 135 against; but 
as it did not receive the necessary two- 
thirds the amendment failed to-pass. Mrs. 
Lovell thereupon gave noticé that the 
amendment would again be brought up next 
year. 

At the afternoon session reports of Super- 
intendentsS were made. 

Mrs. M.. B. Carse, President of the Pub- 
lishing #Association, reported that the re 
celpts were $125,387, and the expenditures, 
$125,151. The receipts for 1896 were $14,462 
less than in 1895, but the net gain was $516. 


Mrs. Carse also submitted a report about : 
She had raised $141,398 of the :

IT OWES NO REBATES. 


DIAMOND MATCH COMPANY HAS NO 
CLAIMS NOW OVERDUE. 


Vice-President George H. Webster En- 
ters a Denial to Sensational Stories 
—They Are Evidently Intended to 
Affect Quotations—Features of the 
New $10,000,000 West Chicago Mort- 
gsage—Biscuit Company Reduces Its 
Debt $250,000 Since August. 


There was another lot of Diamond Match 
stories in circulation yestérday morning. 
According to dispatches from New York 
received by several of the brokers the Dia- 
mond Match company was in straits for 


ready money. It was said the company 


had failed to pay rebates to wholesale 
grocers, and that some of its notes were 
held by banks in New Jersey, and the bank- 
ers were clamoring to have them paid. 


George H. Webster, the newly elécted Vice- 
President and director of the company, de- 


clares the stories are entirely without 
foundation. Rebates are paid to wholesale 
grocers quarterly, The last installment was 
due Oct. 15, and every cent due grocers at 
that time was paid. .There are no notes of 


the company now outstanding that are over- 
due. 


The stories were apparently sent out for 
the purpose of affecting the market price of 
Diamond Match stock. ‘ During the time 
when the speculation was going on in Dia- 
mond Mr 4 Edwin Gould kept the brokérs 
in Chica) -berally supplied with the litera- 
ture on tne Diamond Match company, and 
also regarding the Continental Match com- 
pany, of which Mr. Gould is President, and 
which, according to his statement, would 


soon drive the Diamond Match company 


out of business. According to yesterday’s 
stories, there was a little fight in progress 
between the Continental Match company 
Diamond Match company. The 
statement was made that the Continental 


Match company would soon have its fac- 
tories in Ogdensburg, N. Y., in operation. 
This has the flavor of the stories sent out 


by Edwin Gould six months ago. The fac- 
tory was then just ready to begin operating. 


Reports from Ogdensburg are that none of 


the machinery has yet been put in place. 
The factory, building, together with the 
ground, was \contributed by citizens of 
Ogdensburg to induce the Continental Match 


company to locate there. The building was 
erected, but so far the Continental Match 


company has failed to perform its part of 
the contract. Last summer a committee 
was sent to Mr. Gould to inquire when the 
factory would be started up. Mr. Gould 
then said the machinery was being built and 
would be shipped at once, but his promises | 
have not yet been carried \out. The only 
factory in operation belonging to the Con- 
tinental Match company is that at Passaic, 
N. J. This factory is now said\to be turn- 
ing out less than 10,000 gross of matches 
a day, or one-fourth carload, as oompared 
with eight carloads, the daily capacity in 
the dispatches sent out yesterday. 


Features of the New Mortgage.

Excess of Exports Over Imports. 


For the ten months ending Oct. 31 the ex- 
ports from the United States showed an ex- 
cess of $206,985,482 over the imports, or a 
trade balanée of that amount in favor of 
this country. For the corresponding ten 
months in 1895 the imports were $31,105,045 
This makes a gain 
for the present year over the preceding year . 
of $238,090,527. These figures are from the 
monthly report prepared by Worthingion C. 
Ford, chief of the Bureau of Statistics of 
the Treasury Department. For the month 


| of October the exports showed a total of 


$63,011,822 in excess of the imports, as com- 
pared with $12,010,628, the excess of exports 
for the corresponding month in last year. 
During the month of October of the present 
year the gold import showed an excess of 
$27,618,770 over exports, as compared with 
an excess of only $76,857 for October, 1895. 
For the ten months ending with October the * 
gold imports were $36,937,205 in excess of 
the exports, while for the ten corresponding 
months in last year there was a balance 
against the United States of $44,427,200. 
Some idea of the importance of the foreign 
trade of the United States may be gained 
from a perusal of the figures of the Treasury 
Department. Our total exports for the ten 
months included in the report amount to 
$779,447,387, of which only $16,579,274 was 
foreign and the remaining $762,868,1183 was 
domestic. The imports for the same period 
amounted to $572,461,905, of which $262,- 
249,056 was free of duty and $310,212,849 was 
dutiable.

LAND LINES BEGINNING TO FEEL THE 
NEAR CLOSE OF NAVIGATION. 


Lake Shipments Show a Heavy De- 
crease by Which the Trunk Roads 
Benefit—Business of the Week—Bal- 
timore and Ohio Suspected of Cut- 
ting Grain Rates—Its Officials Aver 
‘Their Advantage Is Due to the De- 
sires of the Shippers. 


Navigation will practically close by the 


end of this month, and, in consequence, ship- 
ments by lake are growitg smaller. 
week’s shipments by lake lines to the East 
amounted to 90,821 tons, against 131,290 for 
the week previous. 

The falling off in lake shipments has bene- 
fited the railroad lines slightly. Last week’s 
through shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago by the ten east-bound 
roads amounted to 59,017 tons, against 55,561 
for the week previous and 64,761 for the cor- 
responding week last year. 

Flour shipments were 3,773 tons, against 
4,431 last year; grain, 42,023 tons, against 
46,600 ; provisions, 13,221 tons, against 1%,- 
730. The percentages carried by the various 
roads were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 


21.3; Big Four, 5; Chicago and Erie, 5.2;. 


Grand Trunk, 13.2; Lake Shore, 13.7; Mich- 
igan Central, 12.8; Nickel Plate, 7.7; Pan- 
Handle, 4.6; Fort Wayne, 6.9; Wabash, 9.6. 

Nearly one-third of the total shipments by 
all the roads wa8 carried by the Baltimore 
and Ohio. For the corresponding week last 
year this road carried only 6.9 per cent, 
which is about the amount to which it is en- 
titled under the joint trafficagreement. For 
several weeks it has secured the bulk of 
east-bound grain shipments from Chicago. 
The suspicion prevails that it hag not se- 
cured this advantage by legitimate means, 
and, although no positive proof has been ob- 
tained that it is cutting rates, the other 
roads feel sure they are not maintained. 
The Baltimore and Ohio officials deny that 
they are cutting the rates, and gay their ad- 
vantage over the New York li is due to 
the desire of shippers to direct their freight 
to Baltimore, because they not only secure 
three cents lower rate a hundred pounds, but 
save the New York lighterage charge, which 
the trunk lines deduct before prorating with 
Western connections. If this is so it shows 
the justice of the demand of the New York 
Produce Exchange that the differential rate 
in favor of Baltimore and Philadelphia be 
abandoned. 


RECKBIVER MALOTT TAKES CHARGE, 


Vandalia Lines to Be Reorganized in 
the Pennsylvania’s Interest. 

V. T. Malott of Indianapolis, receiver of 
the Terre Haute and Indianapolis, has as- 
sumed charge of all its property and as- 
sets, including all the railroads owned, 
leased, or operated by it-—namely: Terre 
Haute and Indianapolis, St. Louis, Vandalia 
and Terre Haute, Terre Haute and Peoria, 
Terre Haute and Logansport, Indiana and 
Lake Michigan, and East St. Louis and 
Carondelet. It is said the Pennsylvania is 
responsible for the appointment of a ‘re- 
ceiver and that its object is to bring about 
a reorganization of these lines, 


TO SET ASIDE FORECLOSURE SALB. 


Conspiracy and Fraud Alleged Against 

Former Management of Frisco Line. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 16.—Dwight Bra- 
man of Boston, Mass., a bondholder of the 
St. Louis and San Francisco, filed an equity 
bill in the United States Circuit Court to- 
day praying for the setting aside of the fore- 
closure sale on the ground of fraud in the 
conduct of the Frisco receivership, the pur- 
chase of the Frisco by the Atchison sys- 
tem,. and its management by the latter. 

The complainant names as defendants the 
defunct company and its successor, the 
Mercantile Trust ‘company, trustee under 
the consolidated bonds; Aldace F. Walker, 
and John H. McCook, receivers of the Frisco 
and Atchison; Louis Fitzgerald Jr., Kenne- 
dy Tod, Benjamin P. Chesney, M. Selig- 
man, Charles 8S. Gleed, James A. Blair, 
Sigmund Alsberg, and Samuel C. Eastman, 
members of the Reorganization committee. 

Mr. Braman charges that not only was 
business diverted to the Atchison and debts 
put on the ’Frisco, but a fictitious indebted- 
ness of the ’Frisco to the Atchison was 
created amounting to $3,268,059. In the 
meantime, he declares, the credit of the 
Atchison was falling and the company was 
known to its officers and to the officers of 
the ‘Frisco to be insolvent long before the 
receivership proceedings were instituted. 
In order to conceal their mismanagement 
and further increase their hold on the prop- 
erty, the officers of the Atchison, it is alleged, 
devised a scheme to get hold of the first and 
second preferred stocks of the 'Frisco. They 
succeeded by giving holders of preferred 
stock consolidated bonds by way of ex- 
change. 

John T. Woodruff, assistant attorney of 
the ’Frisco, says: ‘‘ The suit will not sur- 
prise any railroad.-man. It arises from an 
old contention over the sale of the St. Louis, 
Salem and Little Rock and has been drag- 
ging along for years. It has been thoroughly 
gone over before this.’”’ 

Mr. Braman petitions the court to declare 
the foreclosure sale of the Frisco assets 
null and void, to enjoin the officers from is- 
suing any kind of bonds, and to appoint 
new receivers. He says that in order to 
induce United States Judge Caldwell to sign 
the decree of foreclosure the defendants 
conspired to make false representations and 
reports to him.

Minnesota Warehouse Law. 

St. Paul, Minn:, Nov. 16.—{Special.]—The 
St. Paul, Soo line, Wisconsin Central, Great

But no 
soldier can become entitled to a vote in a 
State merely because his regiment has been 
stationed there for some time. When aman 
enlists in the army he does so knowing that 
his voting days are over for five years.

I note that you pro- 
pose to retire the 486 millions of greenbacks 
and Sherman notes by the issue of 8 per cent 
bonds and to offer additional inducements 
to national banks to issue currency redeem- 
able in gold to take the place of the currency 
retired and thus avoid contraction. If raids 
are to be made upon the Treasury for gold 
in the-.mext four years as they have been 
since the annouticement of Cleveland’s elec- 
tion in 1892. something ought to be done to 
prevent it, but the remedy is not by an in- 
crease in the bonded debt. Such a course 
would be indefensible in the minds of the 
rank and file of the party and would bring

President Healy Will Employ a Micro- 
scopist to Examine Certain Vouch- 
ers—Torrens Land Register Office 
ana the Folio Department Will Be 
Investigated Closely—The Recorder 
Submits a Statement—Item for Sun- 
dries. 


The Finance committee of the County 
Board, assisted by the County Attorney and 
a corps of expert accountants, will begin 
today a searching examination of the affairs 
of the County Recorder’s Office as con- 
ducted by Samuel B. Chase. 

President Healy of the board says he is 
confident the examination will disclose ir- 
regularities of a serious character, and is 
so certain the pay-roll of the office has been 
stuffed that he has arranged to have certain 
vouchers examined by a microscopal expert. 
The disposition of the funds received by the 
Torrens land register office will also be in- 
vestigated, as it is alleged a certain part 
of the receipts from this source was divided 
among persons connected directly with the 
Recorder’s office. The folio department will 
also come in for a share in the search for 
irregularities. 


Recorder Chase’s Statement. 

Recorder Chase submitted a statement of 
the financial condition of his office to the 
County Board yesterday afternoon in re- 
sponse to a request made some time ago. 
This report shows that the receipts of the 
office from December, 1892, to May, 180, 
were $649,819 and the expenses for the same 
period $649,508. During that time the. Re- 
corder turned over to the County Treasurer, 
according to the statement, $16,487. 

In his statements, however, the Recorder 
takes no account of sums expended for sta~- 
tionery, supplies, etc., aggregating $31,988. 
These are paid by the County Board, but are 
charged up to the account of the Recorder 
and should be paid out of the receipts of the 
office. Deducting the $16,487 turned into the 
County Treasury by the Recorder from the 
amount charged against him by the board 
leaves a deficiency of $15,501. — 


About the “ Sundry ” Item. 


The Recorder has.made an effort to secure 
from the board the $16,487 turned into the 
City Treasury from the receipts of the office 
to apply on salaries due employés. Presi- 
dent Healy says this might be admissible 
under ordinary circumstances, but that in 
this case the amuunt will be held against the 
item of $31,988 for sundries, and the em- 
ployés must look elsewhere for their re- 
muneration. Suits will be instituted against 
the bondsmen of the Recorder to collect the 
balance due on this sundry item. 

President Healy calls especial attention to 
the amount paid for the employés during the 
dull years in real estate, and the correspond- 
ing lessening in the volume of the transfcrs 
recorded as compared with the brisk years 
of 1891, 1592, and 1898. In 1801 the appro- 
priation for salaries was $169,830; in 1592, 
$174,500; and in 1803, 186,870. In 1595 and 
1896 the appropriation was $179,250. The 
employés of the office have not been paid 
for from four to six weeks, so it is argued 
that the pay-roll must have been approxi- 
mately as large this year as during the boom 
times in real estate transfers. President 
Healy says the Recorder promised the Cir- 


“cuit Judges the number of employés should 


be reduced so as to keep the pay-roll well 
‘within the limits of the receipts of the office. 


President Healy’s Idea. 


Previous to the term of Mr. Chasé as Re- 
corder the office showed a total net earning 
of $145,000. President Healy alleges that 
either the money received during the term 
of the present incumbent has been paid oyt 
on salaries for useless employés or that jt 
has disappeared in a more serious way. He 
alleges that the irregularity found by Chair- 
man Allen of the Finance committee of the 
board of two years ago, where the employés 
‘had been paid out of an appropriation for 
conduct of the folio department in violation 
of law, has been repeated of late. 

The folio department is also under in- 
spection. The Recorder is paid 9 cents by 
‘patrons for eevry folio received. This 
amount is paid when the folio is filed. The 
folio writers are paid 4% cents a folio, or 
5 cents when the workiscompared. The net 
profit on each document is estimated by 
President Healy at 5 cents. As the appro- 
priation for thi8S year’s folio work is $75,000, 
it appears to the county officials working on 
the case that a large profit should accrue to 
the Treasurer. The Recorder has not re- 
turned any money from this department to 
the Treasurer. 


Torrens Land Office Receipts. 


In his statement to the board Mr. Chase 
Says that the receipts of the Registrar of 
titles in connection with the Torrens land 
System were $2,899, of which amount $455 
was paid into the Indemnity fund, $63 was 
paid for expenses, and the remainder, $2,3x1, 
has been prorated among the employés.. Ac- 
cording to the statement filed with the board 
by the employés of the Registrar for salaries 
due they have received a total of $92v for 
their services since the office was opened in 
February. The Recorder will be asked to ex- 
plain this discrepancy. 

The individual bills presented by the em- 
ployés of the Registrar for services show a 
balance due of $3,439, divided as follows: 


Mr. Chase in his report says the investiga- 

tors will receive his hearty codperation, 
West Chicago Estimates.

Workingmen—Sensations Promised 
at the Meeting of the State Federa- 
tion in East St. Louis. 


The Illinois State Federation of Labor 
convention, which meets today at East Bt. 
Louis, is expected to develop @ number of 
sensations, and to throw considerable light 
on the campaign methods of Gov. Altgeld 
and his political aids, who are credited with 
working the ruin of the Trade and Labor 
Assembly. 

No one can tell how or when the trouble 
will break loose. Charges and counter- 
charges of fraud and political scheming are 
freely made in connection With the recent 
campaign, and a number of labor leaders are 
threatening each other with exposure, 

A secret meeting was held last night at the 
office ef one of the local leaders. A dozen of 
the anti-Altgeld faction were present. It 
was called for the purpose of outlining a 
plan of action at the convention today and 
tomorrow. When the conference adjourned 
it was understood those present should start 
for East St. Louis on the late trains on dif- 
ferent roads, 

Telegrams were sent in advance to friendly 
delegates throughout the State, who will 
meet the Chicago men on the way to the 
convention. The proposed plan of action 
will be explained, and when the several 
delegates reach the convention they will be 
prepared to act in concert in the effort to 


defeat certain schemes which the opposition 
has in view. 


One of the Alleged Plots. 


One of the alleged plots of the Altgeld fac- 
tion, represented by George Schilling, Sec- 
retary of the State Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tics, is to secure the indorsement of the con- 
vention for a new publication in Chicago, to 
be known as the official organ of the State 
Federation of Labor. It is said Mr. Schill- 
ing aspires to be the editor of the paper and 
that its chief object will be to voice Altgeld’s 


litical views and swing the labor vote in | 


is direction. 

If this scheme is attempted, the local lead- 
ers say, it will be the signal for the opening 
of hostilities. The men who will make the 
fight against the Altgeld-SchilHing combina- 
tion are among the oldest labor leaders in 
Chicago. Among them are M. H. Madden, 
ex-President of the Illinois Federation of 


Labor; Richard Powers, one of the handful 


of leaders who helped organize the body; 
P. J. Miniter, ex-President of the American 
Bricklayers and Stonemasons; and William 
C. Pomeroy, who reeently resigned his com- 
mission as General Organizer of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

These men say they will be backed by a 
large following from all parts of the State. 
They are armed with a mass of documentary 
evidence by which they hope to prove the 
existence of a deep-laid plot which, they say, 
was engineered by George Schilling and re- 
sulted in bringing the Trade and Labor As- 
sembly into disrepute with the rank and file 
of trades-unionists. 


What Labor Leaders Charge. 


If the fight opens the local faction will cn- 
deavor to show that immediately after John 
P. Altgeld became Governor he or his closest 
friends attempted to secure political con- 
trol of the Trade and Labor Assembly, 
which was then the most powerful central 
labor body in the city. It is said certain 
delegates were paid agents of the adminis- 
tration, and endeavored to force the body 
to political action and a formal indorsement 
of some of Altgeld’s pet schemes. Failing 
to secure what it wanted from the hands of 
the labor organization, the administration 
is credited with a deliberate attempt to force 
the assembly out of existence. 

A firm of attorneys began a legal fight, 
secured a number of judgments against the 
body, and succeeded in crippling the organi- 
gation’s finances to a considerable extent. 
This was followed by covert attacks on the 
individual integrity of the officials of the 
body. The breath of scandal was magni- 
fied a thousand times, and while its enemies 
never made any open attack on the assem- 
bly, a number of damaging stories were Cir- 
culated. 

Attacks on Assembly Officials. 


In some mysterious way a roster of the 
many locel unions affiliated with the as- 
sembly found its ‘way to Springfield and 
soon the union.men began to receive anony- 
mous letters bearing the Springfield post- 
mark and containing a vicious attack on 
officials of the assembly. 

This sort of warfare was kept up during 
the recent campaign, and as soon as the 
election was over the local leaders began 
an investigation which, they say, has re- 
sulted in plenty of evidence of a conspiracy 
on the part of the State officials to disrupt 
the old assembly. 

If the fight does not develop at the con- 
vention it is said the exposure is sure to 
come lateér. 

It is believed the convention will attempt 
to bar out objectionable delegates who are 
entitled to seats under the present rules, 
There is a growing feeling against admit- 
ting men who do not earn their livelihood 
by working at their trades, and it is pro- 
posed to exclude walking delegates and 
certain salaried officers of affiliated unions. 


PLAN TO DOUBLE THE TAX ON BEER. 


Would Produce the Needed $30,000,000 
of Revenue Deficit—Chances of Such 
a Measure in Congress.

needs $30,000,000 more revenue a 
The present tax on beer nets 92% 
cents a barrel, or about one-fifth of 
acentaglass. This produced an income last 
year of somewhat more than $31,000,000. To 
double the rate of tax, assuming consump- 
tion to remain the same, would give the gov- 
ernment almost exactly the increase of reve- 
nue required, and would not call for the 
services of an additional clerk or collector 
throughout the country. Phe Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing would simply turn out 
two-dollar instead of one-dollar stamps for 
the beer business, and.a perplexing fiscal 
problem would be solved. 

Whether the increased tax would affect 
consumption is a question, but probably it 
would not. The price of a glass of beer is 
conventional. Nobody supposes that it would 
rise from five to six cents because.of one- 
fifth of a cent’s more tax; if neither brewer 
nor retailer could afford to stand the differ- 
ence, the chances are that it would be made 
up by a scarcely perceptible reduction in the 
size of the glasses or a corresponding lia- 
crease in the “‘ collar ”’ of foam, but the pub- 
lic would go on drinking the usual amount,, 
and the revenue would practically be 
doubled. 

Several small features of the beer tax 
should be explained. The nominal tax is $1 
a barrel, but by an old law a rebate of 742 
per cent is allowed on the stamps purchased, 
making the net tax 92%, cents. If Congress 
should change the rate to $2, it is probable 
that this‘old rebate clause, which applics to 
no other tax, would be repéaled. There is 
also a brewers’ license, which yields the gov- 
ernment in all about $180,000 a year—rela- 
tively a small matter. 

Simple as the beer plan is, however, noth- 
ing short of an overwhelming popular de- 
mand will ever bring it to the serious con- 
sideration of Congress. The tariff agitators, 
as we have seen, would opposeit. Nota few 
members owe their election in part to the 
support of the brewing interest. Others froin 
Western districts, where there is a large 
German element in politics, would be afraid 
of the subject, too. Senator Mitchell of Wis- 
consin declared in ar interview last winter 
that a further tax on beer would be as unjust 
as a tax on bread, and that he should take 
a determined stand against it. Finally, thers 
is the purchasable element in Congress, 
which would promptly close hands with the 
lobby, especfally at a short session, which 
is the lobby’s millennium. With all these 
forces arrayed against it, the beer tax pro- 
posal will probably have to wait a while 
longer for a chance to be heard, unless the 
people themselves clamor for it.
